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Textilers Predict 
Better Future 


Alabama’s textile industry saw a decline in sales and 
profits during 1967 but with some hedging its leaders pre- 
dicted a better year in 1968. 

J. Wilson Patterson, President of the Alabama Textile 
Manufacturers Association, said that present indications 
are “that we are running better than we were several months 
ago.” He said that the higher costs of a small cotton crop 
and the unpredictable nature ‘of the import situation could 
dampen present prospects, however. 

Capital expansion by the state industry continued with 
estimated expenditures of $65 million for new plants and 
equipment, but for the first time since 1964 employment 
figures did not increase. 

Total textile employment, according to the Alabama De- 
partment of Industrial Relations, was 40,300 in October, 
1967, or 200 less than the 40,500 reported for October, 
1966. This halted a steady upward trend in textile employ- 
ment which began in 1964 when there were 36,100 em- 
ployees. 

Still, the pav‘roll of the workers increased to a record 
$168 million, partly because of a general wage increase of 
better than six per cent last September. 

Two of Alabam’s larger textile companies, Avondale 
Mills, Inc. and West Point Pepperell told of the heavy in- 
vestments they ~have made over the last few years—$85 
million for East Point Pepperell during the past six years, 
and almost $43 million for Avondale during the past seven 
years. 

West Point pointed out that most of its $29 million ex- 
peniture for 1967 was for the two new plants in Alabama at 
Huguley which cost about $22.5 million. 

Speaking of textile imports, which most of the industry’s 
leaders are, Mr. Patterson said: “Our mills, expressing a lot 
of confidence in the future, have spent a great deal of money 
on new plants and equipment and it is very discouraging 
to see what the import problem has done to dampen this 
confidence. (One of Avondale’s plants, the Rockford plant 
dedicated in 1966 at a cost of about $5 million, was on a 
reduced four-day work week part of this year because of 
foreign yarn imports.) 

Joseph L. Lanier, Chairman and Chief Executive Officer 
for West Point Pepperell, said that the first quarter of his 
company’s fiscal year which ended Nov. 25, 1967, showed 
profits of 85 cents a share, which represented a 25 per cent 
decline over the $1.13 a share for the same quarter last 
year. 

Mr. Lanier said the industry is feeling the effects of a 
sharp increase in the price of cotton (the 1967 crop of 7.6 
million bales will be the smallest cotion crop in this coun- 
try since 1895); a rise in synthetic fiber prices, and a 6.5 
percent wage increase effective in September. 

Mr. Lanier said that the textile industry, which has had 


to struggle almost alone for the past six or eight years to

Vincent Plans Industrial Park 


Vincent is off and running 
for the New Year. Armchair 
quarterbacks were still re-play- 
ing the Bowl games when Vin- 
cent’s Mayor and Town Coun- 
cil were hard at work making 
plans for the future. 

They met late into the night 
last Tuesday and emerged with 
a newly created Industrial Dev- 
elopment Board. Mayor Virgin- 
ia S. Sharbutt recommended 
that this Board be created to 
aid in attracting and planning 
future industrial expansion in 
the Vincent area. 

Shelby County’s first and 
only lady mayor proposed the 
names of several resident voters 
and taxpayers from which the 
Council can choose a seven- 
member Board. (By law the 


Board could have more than 
seven members, but seven is 
the minimum). 

It is anticipated that the 
Board will in the near future 
develop an industrial park and 
seek new industry to locate on 
the site. 

The Council discussed the 
proposed site which is on 
County Highway 85, has access 
to two railroads; the Seaboard 
Coast Line and the Central 
of Georgia. 

Discussion then centered or, 
water and gas facilities at the 
site. It was agreed by the May- 
or and Council members to run 
adequate water and gas facil- 
ities to the industrial park. 


Vincent’s new Industrial De- 


velopment Board will work 
through the state Industrial De- 
velopment Board in the hope 
of attracting a new industry 
for northeast Shelby County 
Mayor Sharbutt said. 


She feels that two important 
factors are operating favorably 
for Vincent’s future. Alabama 
Power’s raising of the level of 
Lay Lake and the Town’s near- 
ness to Logan-Martin Dam and 
Lake will attract new industry 
and provide great recreational 
possibilities. 


The town limits of Vincent 
will border the Coosa River 
(Lay Lake) for three miles 
when the level is raised.

Calera Gets 
Park Grant 


Calera’s Park and Recreation 
Program is off to a roaring start 
in 1968. 

The Town has received a fed- 
eral grant worth nearly $60,000 
for its park development. 

Mayor George Roy was noti- 
fied late Tuesday of the grant in 
a telegram from Senators Lister 
Hill, John Sparkman and Cong- 
ressman Armistead Selden. 

They announced that, “The 
Bureau of Outdoor Recreation, 
U.S. Department of the Inter- 
ior, has approved a grant of 
$59,592.00 to the Town of Ca- 
lera for acquisition and develop 
ment of a 13,3 acre park just 
outside the limits of Calera. 


‘Funds will be matched by 
the Town and the park will in- 
clude a lighted baseball field 
with bleachers,two tennis courts 
picnic area with shelters, access 
roads, landscaping equipment 
and utilities.” 


Calera Town Secretary, Mrs. 
Marion Blackerby said that Ca- 
lera first applied for this grant 
on September 6, 1966. 

The Town proceeded with 
land acquisition and has already 
completed the Dixie Youth Ball 
Field. - 

Mrs. Blackerby said the City 
Fathers hadjust about given up 
hope of receiving the grant, 


Governor Lurleen Wallace will 
appoint a tax assessor to fill 
the unexpired term.

influence in the decision. 

The position of tax assessor 
is probably more important to 
the County than ever before in 
history. Tax assessment is in- 
creasing rapidly with the expan- 
sion of business and industry 
in Shelby County. 


As Tom Stubbs, Shelby Co- 
unty’s representative to the 
State Legislature said, ‘‘The per- 
son who fills this position must 
be very knowledgeable in the 
field of tax assessment. He 
must also be a person that the 
whole county can put trust in.’ 

The office is on the salary 
system now, and pays a salary 
of $10,000 per year. 


Ross Bob Mullins was first 
elected to the office in 1954 
and was re-elected in 1960. 
The popular Mullins was again 
elected in 1966 and began 
serving his third consecutive 
term on October 1, 1967.

Company announced plans to build a major distribution 
center on a 25 acre tract near the intersection of U. S. 

Construction 
of the facility has not begun, but plans call for the 
80,000 square foot distribution center to provide ware- 
house facilities for telephone products and equipment used 
by the Bell System throughout the state. 


Grants and loans totaling more than a million dollars 
were announced for Columbiana during May. Funds are 
being used to update and expand Columbiana’s water 
system. A new source of water is being developed some 
seven miles southeast of the city.

The million-dollar molded rubber plant of Specification 
Rubber Products, Inc. Was completed during the year. 
The plant, located on Highway 31 in North Alabaster 
manufactures molded rubber products used by cast iron 
pipe manufacturers. 


Announcement of plans for another plant to be located 
in Columbiana’s Industrial Park was made in August. 
The Hackeny Corproation, manufacturer of chain link 
fence, is locating a plant on a 20 acre site within the park. 
By the end of 1968 some 100 skilled and semi-skilled 
workers will be employed by this firm. 


The month of August also saw the formal opening of a 
new building for Montevallo’s Merchants & Planters Bank. 
Architectural style of the new bank is in keeping with the 
buildings on the campus of Alabama College. 


A Shelby County Grand Jury, empaneled during August, 
took note of property damage and loss of life resulting 
from “drag racing” on the highways and public streets and 
urged jaul sentences, not fines alone, for persons found 
guilty of drag racing. 


The last week of August was described as “wet and wild” 
when some of the year’s most severe rainstorms caused 
flooding throughout the county. 


The first week of September proved to be another mile- 
stone in the county’s history.

While cotton farmers trhoughout Alabama recorded 
the poorest veild in years, growers in the Harpersville area 
brought in a good crop. 


A new industry for Shelby was announced in November. 
Carpenter Inc., of Birmingham will develop facilities for 
manufacturing wooden pallets and boxes. The plant will be 
located on a ten acre site in Shelby and will include 
a building with 50.000 square feet of floor space. 


The 1967 county football title was shared this year 


by Shelby County and Thompson High Schools, both 
winning three games and losing one in county competi- 
tion. 


A 20-year development plan for the city of Montevallo 
was revealed in late November, The master plan that will 
take two years to complete is expected to serve as a devel- 
opmental guide for the Montevallo area tor the next 20 
years. Among the features of the overall plan is a 25 acre 
downtown park and municipa! complex. 


A continued story that began during 1967 will attract 
interest to Shelby County for many years to come. Increas- 
ing the depth of Lay Lake by 14 feet is a project that is 
still developing. Lay Lake’s new dimensions are expected 
to being new economic and recreational dimensions to 
Eastern Shelby County during 1968 and succeeding years. 


Numerous projects, vital to Shelby Countians were be- 
gun in 1967. Many others were completed. Space limi- 
tations prohibit a more complete enumeration of 1967’s 
impacts on Shelby County and its citizens.

“Fluctuating market conditions, competition from new 
products, increasing imports and soft economy were some 
of the factors which had their effect on the textile industry 
and on Russell Mills in particular, “Mr. Russell said of 
1967.” 

“Despite these and other problems,” Mr. Russell said, 
“we have grown stronger each quarter this year and will end 

the year in a much improved position when we compare 
1967 with 1966,” 

The Alabama Textile industry is the state’s second larg- 
est industry, one of the four largest textile producting 
states in the nation. The separate but related apparel indus- 
try employs an additional 41,000 employees (October, 
1967 figures).

Babson Forecasts Rise In Cost Of 


BY ROGER W. BABSON 
25. A labor feature for the coming year will be widespread 
stoppages by state, city, and local public employees; the 
battle on this front will surely be long and bitter. 


26, With elections coming in the autumn, Congress will 
not vote any restrictive labor legislation in 1968, Although 
we anticipate that credit controls may possibly be invoked 
in the Administration’s struggle with inflation, there 
is no chance that any serious attempts will be made 
to impose wage controls. 


27, Upward pressures on the cost of living will be 
intensified during the first half of the new year, with 
advances tapering as autumn approaches. Over-all, we 
look for another increase in living expenses of over 
3 per cent...and it would not surprise us if the toll 
should rise to the 4 per cent level. The “bad boys” 
will continue to be soaring service costs - - especially 
medical - - and upspirals in transportation and finished- 
goods tags. Food may inch up a little more as _process- 


ing costs mount further; but prospective plentiful supplies 
will act as a controlling factor. 


28. Total cash receipts from farm marketings should 
t advance moderately over gifures for 1967; however, the 
relentless up-push of costs will take its toll, and farmers. 
net income will do well to improve even slightly..........+.... 
notwithstanding some relief from higher government pay- 
‘outs. Large marketings promist to restrain cattle quotes 
and hold this source of farm income in its recent low 
profitability groove. Meat prices, however, propped by 
bulging expenses, will be well maintained to firmer for the 
year. The consumer with storage facilities may benefit 
from time to time by watching carefully for sales and 
taking advantage of any buying epportunities provided 
by occasional runs of cattle fed to extra-heavy weights. 
Apparent determination by growers to cut back on 
poultry output threatens to deprive the houswife of 
one of her most prolific sources of reasonably priced meat. 


29. Real estate will be a many sided market in 1968. 
Prices for single-family homes will continue to advance as 
construction fails to satisfy rising demands and as all 
building costs move higher...particularly during the first 
half. Demand for rentals in the middle and lower 
brackets will gain steadily, however, ability to satisfy these 
needs will be severaly hamstrung by even more costly and 
Scarcer mortgage money. Speculative purchases and the 
salability of vacant property - - especially that in less de- 
sirable areas - - will suffer from the drying-up of funds 
to carry such parcels. Broadly, the betterment that set 
in during the final six months of 1967 will probably not 
be maintained long in 1968. 


30.Higher pay scales, the effect of recent increases in 
total money supplies, bigger social security outlays, and 


further advances in disposable income promise to give very 
strong support to retail trade during the early months 

4 vf 1968 and for some time beyond,. Only minor shadow 
s the evident reluctance of consumers to go as heavily 
into debt as in recent years. The purchasing power will 
be there, and only an optimistic shift in consumer atti- 
tudes will be necessary to ring up record sales gains- 
-maybe 8 percent to 10 percent~at least during the first 
half-year. Later, efforts of the Administration and of the 
maney managers. to cool the inflation through taxes and 
cutbacks in government spending may slow the rate of 
retail upturn. 


31. The trend in recent years has been toward a 

dwindling margin of U. S. exports over imports. This 
has come at a bad time for our chronic condition of 
imbalance in our international payments position. De- 
valuation of the pound and other currencies has hurt 
our ability to expand exports at a crucial moment for 

our balance of payments. Greatest hope for us in 1968 
is that European nations that have been in a business 
slump will enjoy recovery...making a better market for 
our products there. We forecast that our government 
will discuss, and perhaps implement, export subsidies 
during the year ahead. 


32. Current talk of the possibility of an even “hotter” 
summer ahead in our racially imbalanced big cities 
should be discounted. Preparations already made and in 
the making should reduce the danger of the firestorms 
suffered in 1967. We éeel that real advances have been 
made through the ballot box in major mayoralty elections. 
Another hopeful sign is the rising trend toward re- 
sponsibility for bettering conditions on the part of business- 
men and the private sector. We are willing to stick our 
necks out and predict that the summer of 1968 will 
not be as “hot” as was 1967's, 


33. However, we are not optimistic on the course 
crime is pursuing. Recent reports indicate that Amer- 
cans will be in even greater danger of being murdered, 
maimed, or robbed in 1968 than in 1967 (a frightening 
one out of 44). 


34. Money pressures - - from lessened availability and 
higher cost - - point to lowered liquidity next year... with an 
attendant increase in bankruptcies,more difficult collec- 
tions, and rising foreclosures.

35. We anticipate a year of rapidly shifting attitudes to- 
ward the stock market and toward groups of stocks and 
individual issues, Early-year upsweep in business and 
selectively higher profits - - combined with a liberal supply 
of money following the Fed’s huge outpourings in 1967- 
should pave the way for further progress by the popular 
Stock averages. Later, as the battle against inflation 
intensifies the stock market may become subject to a 
painful reassessment. 


36. A year ago we predicted that in 1967 the “old 
aristocracy of the blue chips based on past performance” 
would “be replaced by a new aristocracy of super-able 
management based upon hopes of good future perform- 
ance.” Now it looks as if many of the issues repre- 
Senting concerns with super-able forward-looking manage- 
ments have just plain become overvalued in the market 
place. We believe it will be unwise in 1968 to chase af- 
ter such, 


37. As a consequence of the developing money squeeze, 

high-quality (only )bonds of long maturity—both taxable 
and nontaxable-should provide excellent long-range invest- 
ment opportunities for those seeking income during the 
first half-year. 


38. If we are correct in the above assumption..we cannot 
be far wrong in predicting that the better electric—util- 
ity common stocks may also prove to be outstanding 
purchases for long-term growth. 


39. Among the “old aristocracy of the blue chips” there 
are a number of industrial areas that have been pounded 
down in price to a point where real solid substance is 
clearly visible. One such group is the chemicals. The old- 
line major companies here-ones that enjoyed a great bull 
market in the 1950's may be in a buying range during 1968. 


40. Still not among today’s much - sought after 
performance” stocks...the big multiple-risk insurance 
concerns represent another type of equity investment that 
could well afford high opportunity over an extended 
period of time to those who have the courage and 
foresight to pick them up when they have few friends. 
And they may have more “glamor” than many think,,,as 
they are showing a developing trend toward “conglom- 
erating. 


41. Another group that could reach long-term buying 
levels next year is banks. Although their profits are up 
now, they have not been popular. The reason: Every 
period of money squeeze raises doubts as to the de- 
gree of wringing out” that bond portfolios and loans 
will have to take when money passes its crisis. That time 
may come during 1968. 


42. High money rates have raised- havoc with the prices 
of many of the large finance company stocks listed on the 
N. Y. Stock Exchange. Some of these have broad holdings 
in other lines; yet they are selling close to their “cellar” 


lows. When money rates froth up and crest over next 
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Rev. Taeaiee J. Bright 


year—as we predict-a good investment opportunity will be 
presented in this group. 


43. It seems almost a foregone certainty that auto pro- 
duction will soar...when the strike-struck plants finally 
get back to work. For a while then there might develop 
a speculative wave in these issues. But we predict it would 
be unwise to chase after auto stocks on any great early- 
year strength. They are cyclical in nature, and may experi- 
ence some rough going during the upcoming battle against 
inflation. We think there are better opportunities in strong- 
ly situated aggressive merchandising outlets. 


44. Despite pressures to cut back on spending next year, 
there will be renewed flare-up of the anti—ballistic—missle 

scare. Look for additional appropriations to build a 
thicker shield than the thin one proposed by Mr.McNamara. 
This flap will be accompanied by a renewed buying 
wave in stocks associated with the program. 


45. When discussions of inflation get into high gear in 
1968, attention will again be focused on ways to “protect” 
against it. You will be told to buy stocks as a hedge. But 
remember then that stocks go up because their earn- 
ings climb, not because they are a “hedge against in- 
flation.”” We predict that many will find to their sorrow 
that stocks hastily bought as inflation “protection” had 
no such mystical value. 


46. There will also be a great buzzing in the coming 
months about gold stocks as a way to make money 
out of a dollar jump in the price of the precious metal. 
The devaluation of the poind caused a big rush into 
gold stocks. Since the dollar will not be devalued in 
1968, we warn recent purchasers of such issues that they 
may have losses for along time; although they may be 
right on some distant day, not next year. 


47. We predict that a number of huge international 
concerns with shares traded in the U. S. andnnot sub- 
ject to the interest-equalization tax- particularly those 
that do a big business with the “hard money” nations 
of the European Common Market-may do better than gold 
stocks during the year now opening. 


48. War issues-so—called defense stocks-may not do so 
well in 1968 as equities of those concerns that will 
benefit from an end to the war buildup. Do not get “Lock- 
ed into” war stocks...simply because they boast high 
current profits and order backlogs. 


49. Building issues are excellent examples of peace stocks. 

They look a little high now following 1967's recovery in 
. home building; however, we predict that when the money 
' pressure gets intolerable sometime next year, there may 

develop another opportunity to get into building equities 

with an eye to future substantial gain after the Viet 
' phase-out. 


50. In conclusion, under the stimulus of the Fed’s 1967

stoppages—business could soar during some of the early 
months next year. Gross National Product and the Fed 
Index of Production will both advance smartly. Sooner 
or later, however, the government will have to beat back 
the onrushing inflation. We do not believe that the 
American people will stand by and see their great country 
scuttled. And when the money managers stem the money 
flood-and the Administration and Congress shrink the 
budget deficit-the upthrust of business and profits will 
be curbed. This may not be so pleasant for a while. It 

could be donright unpleasant. But it will surely hold 

far greater promise for a longer and sunnier tomorrow.

Being among the top twenty taxpayers is a distin- 
ction that few corporations really try to attain. 


However, final payments for the fiscal year Oct. 1, 
1966 to Sept. 30, 1967 have now been made and Shelby 
County Tax Assessor Ross Bob Mullins has made avail- 
able the tally of the twenty corporations bearing the 
heaviest tax load. 


Eight of Shelby County’s top twenty are utilities, pipe- 
lines or railroads, even though the taxes on these corpor- 
ations were reduced this year from 40% to 30% of assessed 
valuation. 


} The other 12 are related to lime, cotton, timber-paper, 
and manufacturing industries. 

Southern Electric Generating Company of Wilsonville 
heads the list again by an enormous margin. SEGCO oper- 
ates the Wilsonville Steam Plant and two coal mines in Shel- 
by County. It is owned by the Georgia Power and Ala- 
bama Power Companies. 

The Alabama Power Company came in as number two 
on the taxpayer list. 

Southern Cement, a division of Martin-Marietta Corpor- 
ation, is the third heaviest taxpayer in the County. 
One of the largest lime producing plants in the Southeast, 
Southern Cement is located between Calera and Monte- 
vallo.

Funeral services for one of 
Shelby County’s most prom- 
inent public figures were held 
Saturday. 

L. Handy Ellis, former Lt. 
Gov., a member of three legis- 
latures, a member of the state 
board of education, a delegate 
to the Democratic National 
Conventions in 1940 and 1948, 
mayor of Columbiana for two 
terms, and Judge of Shelby 
County’s Law and Equity Court 
died at Shelby Memorial Hos- 
pital, January 4. 

Funeral services for the 86 
year old Ellis were held Satur- 
day afternoon at Columbiana’s 
First Methodist Church. 

Judge Ellis’ public service 
career began as a state senator

The 205-foot span of the 
railroad bridge crossing the Coo- 
sa River at Camp Okomo was 
floated to the tank last Wed- 
nesday afternoon and secured. 

The moving of the 325-tons 
of steel and wood climaxed 
a three-and-one-half-week oper- 
ation for the Nashville Bridge 
Company, contracted for the 
job by the Alabama Power 
Company. 

One spectator, viewing the 
operation from a distance, said 
the bridge span appeared to be 
a battleship moving on the 
Coosa River. 

Spectators began gathering 
on the banks of the river short- 
ly aiter sunrise Wednesday mor- 
ning to watch the largest mass 
ever to float on the Coosa Ri- 
ver move. 

The fog lifted from the ri- 
ver unveiling the task for the 
day. Beneath the span were 
eight barges, identical to the 
six barges that are resting on

The six barges used in the 
first attempt were clustered in 
a single platform in the shape 
of an “IT”. 

The level of Lay Lake was 
decreased to allow the two 
platforms to be floated almost 
empty beneath the span. In the 
earlier attempt, the barges were 
filled partially with water to 
allow the platform to be pos- 
itioned beneath the span. After 
the first group of barges were 
positioned, apparently the move- 
ment of the water in the sec- 
tions caused those six barges 
to become unstable and they

The two platforms were po- 
sitioned approximately one- 
third of the distance from each 
end of the span. In the first 
attempt the six barges were 
positioned in the center of the 
span. 

Early Wednesday morning 
the water being held back at 
Logan Martin Dam was relea- 
sed and a few hours later, the 
water began to rise. 

The barges began to rise 
with the additional water and 
Shortly after noon, the span 
was free from the piers where 
it had been resting for the 
past 57 years. 

The span had been secur- 
ed with cables to the pier near- 
est the bank. A crane and a 
winch truck were used to swing 
the other end toward the bank. 
The cables mooring the oppo- 
site end were cut and the span 
was slowly pulled toward the 
bank.

They came from 106 nations — 12,000 strong — and they wanted 
to fish. 

The scene was the XII World Boy Scout Jamboree at Farragut 
State Park, Idaho and I'll never forget the eager expression on 
the faces of that army of young anglers, 

The boys met on the shores of Lake Pend Oreille last August 
for the first international scout gathering over held in the 
United States. For ten days they exchanged handshakes, ideas 
and souvenirs while participating in a wide variety of scouting 
activities including the first fishing program ever held at a 
Jamboree, 

I can think of no more perfect spot to show-off the natural 
wonders of this nation than the ruggedly beautiful northwest 
country. Located about 50 miles east of Spokane, Washington, 
Pend Oreille Lake has long been a favorite haunt of anglers in 
search of record-sized rainbow and kamloops trout. 

I traveled to the Jamboree with Bob Stankus and Ray Prescott 
of The Garcia Corporation, 
sponsors of the fishing pro- 
gram. In the best tradition 
of scouting, Bob and Ray were 
fully prepared to teach the 
fine art of casting. Garcia had 
shipped to the lakeside 200 
outfits, 20,000 worms, several 
thousand Abu Reflex weedless 
spinners, miles and miles of 
eight pound test Bonny! mono- 
filament line, and 15,000 bro- 
chures in three languages tell- 
ing the scouts how to cast, 
catch, clean and cook the fish, 

To reduce the odds of any 
scout leaving the docks without a catch, 20,000 hatchery rainbows 
were poured into Pend Oreille, and kept in the lake’s Button Hook 
Bay area by a 650 foot nylon net.

The first group of 100 scouts were due On the docks at 5 a.m, 
the day the Jamporbee opened, We hiked the mile from camp: 
site to the lake and got there about 4:30. The ,oys were waiting 
for us. This first group consisted of scouts from Iran, Nigeria 
and Canada. Half of them never fished and a like number didn't 
understand English. Turning these toys into instant anglers 
offered a challenge equal to any fish that ever took a line. 

The non-anglers in the group were directed to the Abu Matic 
120 spin-casting rig, designed to convert any novice into a 
successful caster Instantly. The experienced anglers went for 
the Mitchel) 320 spinning reel. All of the boys were using Cono- 
lon hollow fiber glass rods, 

Using words where they were understood and signs where 
there was a barrier, Bob and Ray, with the help of a dozen 
volunteer scout leaders, soon had all 100 scouts on the docks 
hitting the hungry young trout. You couldn't tell the veterans 
from the first-timers. 

An Iranian scout had the first strike and yelled for help. Five 
of his countrymen came running and together reeled in a rain- 
bow that weighed half a pound, The boys hurried from the 
dock headed for their campsite. They had breakfast. It didn’t 
seem like quite enough fish for the five of them, but the bite 
or two they each had must have been unforgetable. 

After 40 minutes the docks was cleared for the next group. 
That’s the way it went from 5 a.m, to 8 p.m. every day of the 
Jamboree. Over 9,000 scouts fished. And their eagerness to partic- 
ipate overcame the roadblocks of language and inexperience. 

At the close of the Jamboree, Bob and Ray — two very tired 
men — distributed 199 outfits to representatives of each country 
attending. Despite the use and abuse the tackle received, they 
were functioning perfectly. One outfit did not fair so well, A 
Thai scout, new to the thrill of fishing, hooked a small but game 
rainbow and had difficulty landing him. Feeling the rod slip 
from his hands, he jumped into the chilly lake to save his catch. 
The trout and rig rest somewhere in Pend Oreille. The scout is 
home in Bangkok with his first tale of “the one that got away.”

Mereury Outboards 


TRY THE UNUSUAL 


Sometimes it pays to throw 
away the “book” when fishing 
and try the unconventional. 
Imagination and a willingness 
to experiment when fish won’t 
bite often produces results 
when all the proven methods 
fail. 

Breaking the so-called rules 
when they are unworkable is 
the mark of a wise and usually 
successful angler, say the fish- 
ing experts at Mercury out- 
boards. And, although such 
things may seem strange or 
comical, they may be well 
worth the small effort it takes 
to give them a try. 

A tree is a good example. 
Usually its overhanging 
branches are a problem, and 
frequently you'll find a limb 
that’s been decorated with 
glittering ornaments by erring 
casters. Yet, this same limb 
can be a blessing in disguise. 

Using strong line, try casting 
a fly or bug over the branch and 
permit it to dance lightly on 
the surface directly below. It 
sometimes proves just the 
thing to excite a reluctant bat- 
tler. Boating a fish hooked in 
this manner is more a matter 
of power than finesse, and you 
may lose more than you land, 
but it will work on occasion. 

Another device calls for the 
use of two lures instead of 
one. Tandem fly-fishing for 
trout is common and extremely 
effective, yet frequently over- 
looked. Link two flies together 
with leader material, one be- 
hind the other about four 
inches. This same idea works 
with plugs or flies and plugs 
or bait in combinations. 
There’s no end of interesting 
fish teasers that can be con- 
cocted, and often they’re just 
the answer. 

These are just two deviations 
that can be tried, observe the 
Mercury lads, but the list is 
limited only by imagination. 
Who knows, maybe you'll find 
a “sure thing” that leads to a 
full stringer.

Servicemen Sought 
For Police Work 


WASHINGTON (ANF) 
—A new program has been 
approved by the Department 
of Defense to help fill some 
of the 15,000 vacancies in 
state, county, and city police 
forces throughout the Unit- 
ed States. 

According to the plan, mil- 
itary personnel interested in 
civilian police work may now 
be interviewed and tested by 
law enforcement agencies be- 
fore their discharge date. 

The program is directed at 
servicemen who have less 
than 90 days remaining in 
the military and who have 
indicated their intent to re- 
turn to civilian life.

Throughout history cats have 
been trained with remarkable 
if inconsistent success. Decades 
ago, at the Royal Aquarium in 
Westminster, England, the pub- 
lic was treated to the sight of 
cats walking a tightrope on 
which white mice had been 
placed at intervals. Daintily, 
the cats stepped over the mice 
placed in their path. They were 
also oblivious to the crowd's 
applause. 

Neither praise nor punish- 
ment are effective agents inthe 
training of cats. When struck 
or whipped, a domestic cat will 
tremble and cower but she will 
not obey orders.

Fifth District Congressman 
Armistead Selden endorsed the 
anit-crime legislation passed by 
the House during the last sess- 
ion of Congress but warned 
that no amount of legislation 
can solve the problem “unless 
our local law enforcement off- 
icials are supported by a con- 
cerned citizenry, one which re- 
spects law and order.” 

Speaking to the Montevallo 
Rotary Club last Thursday, 
Representative Selden said the 
rate of crime in our nation has 
jumped by 62 per cent since 
the beginning of this decade. 

He added that this constit- 
utes one of the greatest dom- 
estic dilemmas facing the Con- 
gress and the nation today. 

The lawmaker’s Shelby Co- 
unty speech and appearances 
were part of a two-week tour of 
the Fifth District made by Rep. 
Selden during the Congression- 
al recess. 

The 15-year House veteran 
in his talk to Montevallo Rotar- 
ians also urged that the nation 
stand firm on its commitment 
to meet Communist aggression 
in Southeast Asia. 

“There are those Americans 
many in high places - who 
apparently feel that the princi- 
ple involved in our fighting 
there is not worth either the 
cost or the risk,”he said. By 
their words and actions, they 
are undercutting the efforts of 


our fighting men in that coun- 
try, and thereby giving aid and 
encouragement to our Comm- 
unist enemies.” 


He added that regardless of 
how the opponets of the war 
phrase their arguments, the 
“net result of their position, 
if adopted, would be that we 
abandon South Vietnam and 


all of Southeast Asia to the 
Communists,” 
Selden warned that if the 


U.S. out of its frustration in 
Vietnam were to “Back away 
from our worldwide responsib- 
ilities, we would find ourselves 
fighting for our lives not in 
far-off lands, but in our own 
hemisphers.” 

Rep. Selden returned to Wa- 
shington over the weekend for 
the reconvening of the 90th 
Congress after making more 
than a dozen speeches and 
appearances in the Fifth Dist- 
rict.

PULP NEARS 
NEW LEVEL 


The value of pulpwood pro- 
duced in the South is nearing 
the billion dollar level. 

A new economic analysis of 
the Southern pulp and paper 
industry predicts that the out- 
put of pulpwood in the South 
will reach an annual rate of 41 
million cords by the end of 
1968. 

At present prices this a- 
mount of wood purchased and 
delivered would have a value 
of 820 million dollars. 

Production of pulp and pa- 
per raw material has been on 
the upswing since 1930, with 
the sharpest climb occuring 
since 1960. During 1966 South- 
ern pulpwood production am- 
ounted to nearly 61% of the 
nation’s total output. 

Eighty per cent of the pulp- 
wood used by mills is pur- 
chased from farmers and indi- 
vidual landowners. The pulp 
and paper industry itself owns 
only twelve and a half per 
cent of Southern forest land.

UofA Professors 
Plan Expedition 


Five University of Alabama 
professors will take part in a 
Scientific expedition to the 
Sierra de la Macarena region 
about 100 miles south of Bo- 
gota, Columbia, January 16-30. 

Making the trip will be Dr. 
Douglas E. Jones and Dr. W. 
Gary Hooks, U.of A.geologists, 
Professor Frank D. Huttlinger, 
geographer,Dr. Joab L. Thomas, 
botanist, and Dr. David T. Rog- 
ers, ornithologist. 

According to Dr. Jones,the 
Macarena, a national preserve, 
is an isolated mountain located 
on the western edge of the Am- 
azon Basin and is noted for its 
distinctive geography, plants 
and animals. The group, accom- 
pained by two professors from

Stamp Machines 


Converted 


Nearly 10,000 postage vend- 
ing machines, including those 
at Columbiana, Post Office, will 
be converted over the next 
three months to reflect the new 
postage rates, Postmaster Ozley 
said today. 


New postage rates go into 
effect January 7, 1968, the 
postmaster noted. The new 
rates raise first class postage 
to 6-cents an ounce, air mail 
to 10-cents an ounce, and pos- 
tal cards to 5-cents. 


The job of converting the 
thousands of vending machines 
found in post office lobbies 
from coast to coast is so mass- 
ive that it will take several 
months to complete, the post- 
master said, Five different types 
of machines are involved, he 
noted. 


Most of the machines now 
provide 5 - cent and 4 - cent 
stamps for a nickel, quarter or 
dime. After the conversion, the 
machines will provide 5 - cent 
and 6 - cent stamps. A new mo- 
del will offer l-cent, Scent and 
6 - cent stamps. 


The postmaster said that the 
vending machines located in the 
lobbies of post offices are not 
to be confused with commer- 
cial stamp vending devices 
found in many stores. Such 
commercial machines provide 
a margin for profit and are not 
controlled by the Post Office 
Department, he said. 


“Post office vending mach- 
ines can be a big convenience

to postal patrons,” Ozley said. 
“The devices permit mailers to 
ignore waiting lines at stamp 
sales windows or to buy stamps 
to mail letters after the win- 
dows have closed.”

The complete audit of the 
financial condition at Shelby 
Memorial Hospital was released 
Tuesday. 


The audit was conducted 
by Ernst and Ernst, a na- 
tional accounting firm, and re- 
flects the financial condition 
at the hospital for the year 
that ended last September 30. 


The 26 page audit showed 
that the “excess of expenses 
over earnings” in the hospital’s 
general fund was $142,123.27 
for the fiscal year. The nursing 
home’s general fund showed 
a deficit of $80,806.79 for 
the same period. 


The auditors said in the re- 
port they were not in a posi- 
tion to “express an opinion on 
the statements of expenses 
and changes in fund balances 
because of the hospital’s lack 
of internal control and the 
weaknesses existing in its meth- 
od of operations and in its ac- 
counting procedures”. 


The audit went into detail 
in listing the expenses and in- 
come of the various depart- 
ments of the hospital. The big- 
gest single loss occured in what

Generous To The Disabled 


able to get monthly benefits 
as early as age 50, or if she and 
her husband were divorced after 
their marriage had lasted 20 
years or longer and he was 
contributing to her support at 
the time of his death (or was 
under court order to do so) 
she may be eligible for disabled 
widow’s benefits. 

A disabled widower age 50 
or over who was receiving at 
least half of his support from 
his wife at the time she died 
may be eligible for benefits. 

Under the new law, a widow 
may be considered disabled only 


if she has a physical or mental 
impairment that is severe en- 
ough to prevent any gainful 
work, and the impairment has 


“The 1967 amendments to 
the Social Security Law pro- 
vide benefits for certain dis- 
abled survivors of insured wor- 
kers,”"says Cecil L. Simpson, 
Birmingham district social sec- 
urity manager. 

According to Simpson be- 
fore the 1967 amendments, a 
widow could not get social sec- 
urity benefits until she reached 
age 60 unless she had in her 
care a child entitled to benefits 
based on her husband’s earn- 
ings. 

Under the new law a widow 
who is unable to work because 
of a severe disability, and whose 
husband worked long enough 
under social security, may be

New President 


Alabama College’s Board of 
Trustees, meeting in Montgom- 
ery, last Wednesday, named 
Kermit Alonzo Johnson the 
tenth president of the Monte- 
vallo institution, 

Dr. Johnson, a 56 year old 
educator, is currently serving 
as superintendent of the Jeffer- 
son County School System, a 
position he has held since 1961.

DR. KERMIT JOHNSON 


Johnson will succeed Dr, D. 
P. Culp as president of Ala- 
bama College. Dr. Culp left 
Montevallo this week to be- 
come president of East Ten- 
nessee State University at John- 
son City, Tennessee. 

Dr. Culp became the ninth 
president of the 81 year old 
Montevallo institution of high- 
er learning on June 1, 1963. 

The new Alabama College 
president, a native of Boaz, 
Alabama, received the BS and 
MA degrees from the University 
of Alabama. He received the 
Doctor of Education degree 
from Columbia University in 
1949. 

He began his career in edu- 

tion as a teacher in the Cull- 
juan County schools in 1929, 
He later served as principal of 
Garden City Junior High School, 
From 1943 to 1945 he was 
principal of the Kate Duncan 
Smith DAR High School at 
Grant, Alabama. 

‘Dr. Johnson served for 14 
years as superintendent of the 
Tuscaloosa County School sys- 
tem before being appointed 
associate superintendent of the 
Jefferson County Schools in 
1959. He was named superin- 
tendent of the Jefferson County 
system in 1961], 

He has also been a member 
of the faculty of the University 
of Alabama and Birmingham- 
Southern College. 


Dr. Johnson served as presi- 
dent of the Alabama Education 
Association during the 1963- 
64 academic year. He is a mem- 
ber of numerous educational 
associations and is a past presi- 
dent of the Alabama Associa- 
tion of School Administrators. 

He is a member of the board 
of directors of the Birmingham 
Civic Symphony Association, 
the Boy Scouts of America, the 
Birmingham Boys Club, the 
Metropolitan Birmingham 
YMCA, Junior Achievement 
and Community Chest. He is a 
former president of the Rotary 
Club of Tuscaloosa. 

Dr. Johnson is married to 
the former Golda Watson. They 
have one daughter, Judith Kay. 

As the tenth president of 
Alabama College, Dr. Johnson 
joins an impressive list of edu- 
cators who have served as presi- 
dent at Montevallo. 

The first president of the 
college was Captain Henry Clay 
Reynolds, who had been an 
officer in the Confederate 
States Army and at the time of 
his election was a prominent 
Central Alabama merchant and 
planter. 

He was succeeded by Dr. 
Francis Marion Peterson, a for- 
mer professor of Ancient Lang- 
uages at Southern University. 

Dr. Thomas Waverly Palmer 
served as the third president 
at Montevallo. Prior to his ap- 
pointment he was dean and 
professor of mathematics at the 
University of Alabama. 

The late Dr. O. C. Carmi- 
chael became the fourth presi- 
dent of the college in 1926 
and served until 1935. Dr. Car- 
michael served as dean of the 
college from 1922 to 1926. 

Dr. Arthur Fort Harmon, a 
former state superintendent of 
education served as the fifth 
president from 1935 until 1947. 
He was succeeded by Dr. John 
T. Caldwell who is now chan- 
cellor of North Carolina State 
University at Raleigh, N. C. 

Dr. F, Edward Lund, a for- 
mer dean at Florence State 
College became the school’s 
seventh president in 1952. Lund 
is now president of Kenyon 
College at Gambier, Ohio. 

The dean of the graduate 
school at Emory University in 
Atlanta, Georgia, Dr. Howard 
M. Phillips succeeded Dr. Lund 
to the presidency in 1957. 
Phillips is now president of Bir- 
mingham-Southern College.

Fishermen Add Big Boost 
To Shelby County Economy

Before the fishermen begin 
their hot pursuit of the large- 
mouth bass, blue gills and oth- 
er piscatorial pals of the deep, 
its interesting to note the boost 
the fisherman adds to the econ- 
omy of Shelby County. 

Last yaer some 7,000 per- 
sons purchased fishing licenses 
in Shelby County. 

Over 5,650 people bought 
a license to fish with artifi- 
cial bait. Over 1,350 people 
bought licenses for hook and 
line fishing and over 150 peo- 
ple 65-years-old and older were 
issued life-time licenses. 

Just to get started fishing 
legally costs the fisherman 
more than $13,750. This figure 
is for licenses only and does 
not include boat registrations 
which would make the figure 
run even higher.

day. Or bluebirds in a’ sumac 
bush after the robins had gone. 

It was three O’clock when I 
picked up Tramp and started 
out. Sometimes a guy, even 
with a dozen good hunting 
buddies, likes to get out with 
just his dog for company. May- 
be, without knowing it, he 
wants the still and quiet of a 
walk in the woods where there 
are just the little noises nature 
makes. Like the wind in a post- 
oak tree, or water tumbling 
down a hill, or a robin on the 
wing. 

We stopped at Mrs. Harvey 
Seals’ place and worked out 
the tall sage in front of her 
house. Tramp, with a bell a- 
found chis neck, hightailed it 
over a hill.

The fisherman licensed to 
fish with artificial bait has in- 
vested anywhere from $10 to 
$30 to even more for a rod and 
reel. This investment in rods 
and reels alone would add from 
$50,000 to $150,000 in re- 
ceipts for the fishing tackle 
dealers. 

The above figure is probably 
low because most fisherman 
will have more than one rod 
and reel. 

In order to use artificial 
bait, the fisherman must have 
an assortment of lures. If the 
average fisherman has from 10 
to 20 artificial plugs in his 
tackle box, there’s another 
$75,000 to $150,000. 

Then there is the tackle 
box—add another $30,000. 


Many of the items used by 
the artificial bait fisherman can 
be used from year to year, 
but rugged wear, stumps and 
tree limbs claim enough of 
the tackle to keep the fisher- 
man going back to the tackle 
dealers to replenish his supply. 

Then there are the minnows 
and worms—add several thous- 
and more dollars, 


Then there are the boats 
and motors—add more money. 

There is gas and oil needed 
to run the boats and for trans- 
portation to the favorite fish- 
ing spot—add several more 
thousands of dollars. 

If the fisherman chooses to 
fish in a public lake—jingle 
the cash register with more 
green backs. 

The fisherman must have 
a lunch add several more 
thousands of dollars to the 
grocer’s register in vienna saus- 
age, crackers, pork and beans, 
etc. 

There are repairs to be 
made, boats to rent, life jack- 
ets, anchors, dip nets, paddles 
and many more items to buy 
to make the day safe and 
more enjoyable. 

It all adds up. 

The fisherman injects many 
dollars each year into the local 
economy just to feel that tug 
on the other end of the line. 

What fisherman won't agree 

it’s worth it—and worth even 
more when you can shell out 
anothe 20 bucks to get that 
prize mounted for the wall 
in the den.

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Steps Taken To Stem 
Outflow Of Money 
At Shelby Memorial 


Steps to stem the money 
outflow at Shelby Memorial 
Hospital are now being put 
into effect, However, the hos- 
pital is not yet on a break- 
even basis. 

These conclusions were 
drawn at last week’s combined 
meeting of the Hospital Board 
and the Board of Revenue and 
Control. Hospital Board Chair- 
man Herchiel Z. Meadows of 
Saginaw presided at the four 
hour session , 

After the report of the au- 
dit by Ernst and Ernst which 
showed the hospital and nurs- 
ing home lost a total of 
$222,000 during the fiscal year 
Oct. 1, 1966 to Sept 30, 1967, 
a report was given for the final 
three months of 1967. 

Assistant Hospital adminis- 
trator Gray Jones presented 
figures covering this period. 
They showed a net operating 
loss of $6,285 for the quarter. 

He indicated that wages and 
salaries dropped $8,000 during 
the quarter. The October pay- 
roll was $82,000 (round fig- 
ures), November's was $75,000 
and in December the payroll 
was down to $74,000. 

The average daily hospital 
census for the quarter was 73 
patients, representing 86.25 per 
cent of the hospital’s capacity, 

The nursing home had an 
occupancy of 98.6 percent. Its 
cost per patient day was shown 
by Jones as $14.49 against 
an income of $9.62 per pa- 
tient day. 

Jones then presented a pro- 
jection for the current fiscal 
year (Oct. 1, 1967 to Sept. 30, 
1968). His projection showed 
that the hospital expects to 
make a profit of $3,200 but the 
nursing home will lose $70,000. 


Income from patients at the 
nursing home is expected to be 
$123,000 but wages there will 
total $124,500. Supplies and 
other expenses are projected at’ 
$68,800, creating a total ex- 
pense of $193,000, 


No suggestion was made by 
any board member or any of 
the financial experts present as 
to how to make up the $66,800 
projected loss for the current 
year, 

Will R. Wakefield, Finance 
Director of Carraway Metho- 
dist Hospital of Birmingham, 
reported on the improved bill- 
ing, collecting and payroll pro- 
cedures Shelby Memorial now

has as a result of using a 
computer at Carraway, 

The efficiency of the com- 
puter system means that one 
halftime person can now do 
the work done by three people 
under the old system, 

Wakefield told the Board, 
“There is no reason this hos- 
pital cannot be operated pro- 
fitably.” He indicated that at 
Carraway the loss from bad 
debts is only 1% of the total 
billing, but at Shelby it has 
been 10%. 

W. Paul Smith, the hospi- 
tal Administrator who took 
office last September 1 and 
recommended the audit by 
Ernst and Ernst thanked the 


Hospital Board, the accoun- 
tants and the hospital person- 
nel for working together to re- 
duce expenditures. He said, “It 
has been a team effort.” 


Many of the recommenda- 
tions made by the auditing 
firm have been put into prac- 
tice, Smith said, (The recom- 
mendations are listed elsewhere 
in this issue of the Reporter). 


It was indicated that the 
cost of the audit was in the 
neighborhood of $10,000, The 
Hospital Board agreed to re- 
tain the firm to carry out its 
recommended policy changes 
for approximately $500 per 
month. 


MONTEVALLO POLICE CHIEF 
DIES FROM HEART ATTACK 


Fred M. Draper, Jr., Monte- 
vallo’s Chief of Police since 
October 15, 1964, suffered a 
heart attack and died Monday 
afternoon. 

Chief Draper, who would 
have been 56 years old in 
April was at his cabin located 
on Lake Mitchell in Chilton 
County at the time of his 
death. 

He was born in the Acton 
Community of Shelby County 
and was a 21 year veteran of 
the United States Air Force. 
His overseas assignments in- 
cluded tours of duty in French 
Morocco, the Philippines and 
Hawaii.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT 


Hospital In Perspective 


The present financial condition at Shelby Memorial 
Hospital needs to be put in the proper perspective. 

When Shelby Countians first taxed themselves to build 
the hospital they set the rate “not to exceed four mills 
on all property assessed in Shelby County”. 

The Board of Revenue and Control was empowered to 
set the rate each year during the month of February. 

For many years the full four mills was appropriated. 


In 1963, when the people voted a four mill tax for 
county schools, they urged the Board of Revenue and Con- 
trol to reduce the assessment for the hospital from four to 
two mills, 

This was done, although it did not mean a material 
drop in income to the hospital, because assessed property 
values had increased tremendously in the county. 

The hsopital enjoyed a financial security unlike that 
found in almost any other public hospital in the United 
States. Every citizen took pride in the modern equipment 
available there. Plentiful employees kept the plant shining 
and assured the patients of unusually attentive care. 


Praise was often heard from physicians inside and out- 
side the county that Shelby Memorial was far ahead of 
other county hsopitals in almost all respects. 

However, a series of fiscal blows has hit the hospital in 
the last two years and each has contributed to the finan- 
cial tangle in which the institution now finds itself. 

A hospital wing was added above the nursing home 
and the kitchen was rebuilt and expanded in 1966, These 
improvements were paid for completely with county funds, 
instead of being matched with state or federal funds. 


The nursing home has never proved to be self-sup- 
porting. On February 1, 1967 minimum wage coverage was 
extended to hospitals, increasing many salaries. 

At the end of February the “work stoppage” began and 
the Hospital Board increased all wages dramatically to 
equal those paid in Birmingham hospitals. 


During that six-week period income fell off drastically 
as very few patients were admitted. 

When the employees returned, they all came back at 
once, though the number of patients increased only slowly. 


A room rate increase went into effect during the summer 
to partially offset the costs. 

When W. Paul Smith arrived in September as the new 
administrator, he urged that a complete study be made. 
This was done and the findings were reported in last 
week’s Reporter, with the recommendations appearing in 
this week’s issue. 


To Smith’s credit he has already done a great deal of 
belt tightening, installing an efficient system of bookkeeping 
and reducing the overhead.

Recommendations For Hospital Presented By Accountants 


Fifty three recommenda- 


tions were made to the Shelby 
Memorial Hospital Board of Dir- 
ectors by the accounting firm 
of Ernst and Ernst based on a 
complete audit of hospital re- 
cords for the fiscal year Oct. 1, 
1966 to September 30, 1967. 

Mr. Charles Chamblee served 
as spokesman for the firm in 
presenting the audit and recom- 


mendations to a joint meeting 
of the Hospital Board and the 
Shelby County Board of Rev- 
enue and Control on Jan, 30, 
The firm was hired by the 
Hospital Board to conduct the 
audit and help determine what 


measures might be needed to 
put the hospital back on a firm 


financial and operating basis, 


after a year marked by tumul- 


tuous argument over wages, 
personnel and policies, 

Hospital Administrator W. 
Paul Smith pointed out that 
many of these recommend- 
ations have already been put in- 
to effect. 

They reflect conditions at 
the hospital as of last Septem- 
ber 30,

Despite the length of the 
report, every person in the 
room listened with strict atten- 
tion, as Chamblee gave what 
amounted to a graduate level 
seminar in the best principles 
of modern-day cost accounting 
and bookkeeping. 

The chief points of the fin- 
ancial statement were outlined 
in last week’s Reporter. Be- 
cause of the widespread county 
interest in the hospital, the 
Reporter will attempt to sum- 
marize briefly Chamblee’s rec- 
commendations which are based 
on the audit: 

The first 14 had to do with 
handling of cash receipts, Mail 
should be opened by someone 
outside the business office; cash 
receipts should be reviewed by 
someone besides the cashier;

manager should be independent

The paper industry in Ala- 
bama has come of age. 

Alabama ranks second na- 
tionally in the production of 
pulpwood and is ranked fourth 
in the production of pulp pro- 
ducts.

Recommendations number- 
ed 15 through 23 dealt with 
notes and accounts receivable: 
A policy should be instituted 
for collecting past due accounts; 
statement mailing should be 
regular and automatic; (the re- 
port indicated both statement 
mailing and collections had 
been done in a haphazard man- 
ner); the patient’s ledger cards 


should be balanced monthly 
with the ledger control account; 


a filing system should be insti- 
tuted for speed, and duplica- 
tion of work eliminated. The 
report was also critical of gen- 
eral business office procedures, 
It indicated that the lack of 
job descriptions, training and 
supervision in the business of- 
fice has resulted in jobs not 
being performed correctly. “No- 
body knew what authority they 
had,” Chamblee said. 

On inventory, the firm re- 
commended that stock bins in 
the pharmacy be identified, 
math errors be double checked 
and the inventory centralized. 
He indicated an inventory was 
taken in 1964 but had not 
been kept up to date. 

On,notes and accounts pay- 
able it was noted that a policy 
on signing notes was needed; 
the accounts payable should 
balance with the ledger con- 
trol account, that invoices from 
vendors should be compared 
with their statements; and quan- 
tity buying from fewer vendors 
might result in rebates. 

The accounting firm’s spokes- 
man said that they found little 
control exercised over purcha- 
sing and receiving. Previously 
ordering had been done by any 
employee who needed items 
and delivery had been taken by 
anyone. Chamblee indicated 
that some companies had grown 
accustomed to delivering orders 
anywhere on the grounds,know- 
ing that their invoice would 
be paid, without any signature. 

Stricter control over pay- 


Recommendations number- 
ed 39 through 53 were in the 
“General” category. 


Business and bookkeeping 
offices should be located to- 
gether; the minutes of the 
board should be complete and 
clear; the rates are out of line 
in some departments; prescrip- 
tions were being left on an 
open door where anyone could 
pick them up; and business 
office hours should be normal 
business hours, not necessarily 
conicide with nursing shifts.

Regional Planning Commission Proposed 
For Five Central Alabama Counties 


Shelby County’s Probate 
Judge Conrad M. Fowler has 
been elected temporary chair- 
man of a study committee 
whose purpose is to consider 
the feasibility of establishing 
a five county regional planning 
commission. 


Approximately 50 city and 
county officials from Shelby, 
Blount, Jefferson, St. Clair and 
Walker counties voted unani- 
mously to establish a study 
committee. Fowler was elected 
temporary chairman. 


The meeting, held in Bir- 
mingham last week, was sug- 
gested by the U. S. Department 
of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment (HUD). Mayors, city co- 
uncilmen and.county commis- 
sioners from the five counties 
attended. 


If the study committee, 


headed by Judge Fowler ap- 
proves a regainal planning com- 
mission and the commission 
is established, it could open 
the way for additional federal 
funds for the counties and 
municipalities. 


If formed, the five county 
regional commission would re- 
place the Birmingham - Jeff- 
erson County Regional Plan- 
ning Commission. 


Leo Zuber, regional spokes-| of establishing a regional plan- 
man for HUD, told the per-| ning commission will be com- 


sons attending last Week’s meet- 
ing that the best way to plan 
for the growth of the five 
county area is on a regional 
basis. 


Zuber predicted a popula- 
tion of two million for the 
five county region by 1990, 


The HUD representative sta- 
ted that the Birmingham Stan- 
dard Metropolitan Statistical 
Area already includes Jefferson, 
Shelby and Walker Counties.

There are at present 2,141 
boys aged 8 - 18 registered 
as scouts in the Bulcan Dis- 
trict. Nash said, in 19 packs, 
35 troops and seven Explorer 


posts. 


Shelby County scouts will 
now have available for their 
use the three camps operated 
by the Birmingham Council; 
Arrowhead, located in Chilton 
County on Mitchell Lake; Na- 
waka, west of Bessemer; and 
Indian Valley, a year-round 
camp located in the northern 
part of Jefferson County. 

Nash told the Reporter that 
the Birmingham Area Council 
is hoping to expand its camp- 
ing program by building an- 
other camp. Leaders are look- 
ing for 1,000 acres in Central 
Alabama that will be suitable 
for camping purposes. Camp 
Arrowhead’s registration is al- 
ready filled for the coming 
summer, Nash said. 

Boy Scout troops have been 
active in recent years in three 
towns in Shelby County: Col- 
umbiana, Siluria and Monte- 


vallo.

The total of both bids was $865,533.50. Work should be 
completed in about nine months from the time the job 
Starts.

No New Taxes 


No increase in the tax levy 
for the six funds administered 
by the County governing body 
will be made this year. 

Last Monday the Board of 
Revenue and Control voted to 
keep the same mill rates that 
have been in effect in recent 
years in Shelby County. 

The general fund will receive 
5 mills of the total property 
tax collections. The road and 
bridge fund rate was again set 
at 2% mills and the hospital tax 
rate will be 2 mills. 

Funds for county schools 
are set apart under three cate- 
gories. The “County School” 
fund is set at 4 mills, the 


“School District” fund is 3 
mills and the “County Special 
School” fund is again 4 mills. 


All together they total 20% 
mills of the ad valorem col- 
lections in the county. 

The Board seemed satisfied 
with the progress the current 
administration is making at the 
County Hospital, but did not 
vote to set aside funds for 
depreciation there. 

Alton W. Parker, Democrat 
from Vincent, Moved that the 
hospital continue to receive two 
mills and the motion was se- 
conded by Lewis Walker, Col- 
umbiana Republican.

HEALTH OFFICERS TEST 
FOR CARBON MONOXIDE 


Unvented gas space heaters 
and appliances, as well as mal- 
functioning coal furnaces, can 
produce carbon monoxide. Car- 
bon monoxide is odorless, color- 
less, and tasteless which ac- 
counts for a large part of the 
trouble it causes. It can cause 
illness as well as death. 

Persons wishing to have their 
homes tested for carbon mon- 
oxide should contact the Shel- 


The Shelby County Health 
Department is now offering a 
new service through a home 
testing program for carbon 
monoxide. 

Dr. Rayfield, County Health 
Officer, and Frank Sloan, Co- 
unty Sanitarian, are alarmed at 
their findings during an ex- 
perimental home testing pro- 
gram. They are making avail- 
able this service free of charge 
to anyone requesting it.

4:17. 


Flight service immediately 
notified Station 1 of the State 
Troopers in Bessemer .to re- 
port they thought a plane was 
down in Southeast Shelby Co- 
unty. Sheriff C. P. Walker was 
called at 4:28 and he immed- 
iately sent deputies into the 
area. 


R. H. Mitchell of Shelby 
and LaVert Burnett of Rt. 1 
Jemison were hunting in nearby 
woods and heard the plane 
but did not realize it crashed. 
Later they helped guide depu- 
ties and State Troopers to the 
location. 


At dawn Sheriff Walker 
launched an air search for the 
plane and directed the men 
on the ground to the exact

OVER MILLION DOLLARS 


Over one and a quarter 
million dollars was disbursed 
to Shelby Countians last year 
through the Department of Pen- 
sions and Security. 

The annual report for the 
County department shows 
that the exact sum was 
$1,295,078.85. 

This report covers the fiscal 
year Oct. 1, 1966 to September 
30, 1967. 

$855,000 was granted to 
those receiving old age pen- 
sions, making it by far the 
largest single category. 

Payments to nursing homes 
to care for the aged represent- 
ed the next highest cost and 


totaled over $111,000. 
Aid to the permanently 


and totally disabled came to 


$95,688 and was closely fol- 
lowed by aid to dependent 
children at $94,700. 
$19,129 was granted io the 
24 blind people of the county, 
and $11,000 was spent for hos- 
pitalization of the aged. 

Supporting day care centers 
came to $8,518 and children 
in foster care received $6,138. 

Much smaller sums went to 
such varied categories as nurs- 
ing home care for the dis- 
abled, family day care, Con- 
federate pensioners, etc. 

The cost of administering 
the DPS program in Shelby 
County was $85,000 for the 
year. :

Beaunit - Childersburg 
And Shelby County 


If the final decision of Beaunit Mills is to close its 
Childersburg plant, an economic problem would be posed 
for Shelby County as well as for Childersburg. 

About a fourth of the giant firm’s 1,000 employees are 
residents of this county. 

Providing employment for 250 people will not be accom- 
plished overnight, even in Shelby County’s favorable econ- 
omic climate. 


At noon on Tuesday, Mayor Robert Limbaugh of 


Childersburg issued the following statement: 

“After two days of intensive effort to find ways of 
settling this dispute we do not think the situation is 
hopeless. The union officials are making efforts to resolve 
this matter. 

1 have been in touch with the company officials and 
believe there is still we can keep this industry. 

We feel that yesterday’s efforts at mediation have left 
us some hope.” 

By noon on Tuesday, a dozen persons who listed their 
last employer as Beaunit Mills had applied at the Calera 
office of the Alabama Employment Service for their unem- 
ployment compensation, according to Lloyd W. Taylor, 
manager of the Birmingham Claims Center. 

Taylor indicated however, that payments could not be 
made on claims until clearance had been received from 
the State office in Montgomery.

was the railroad which was 
surrounded by Russian and 
East German authorities. I 
stayed in a Motel-Restaurant 
on the outskirts of West Ber- 
lin.

Former AC Professor 
Writes Reptile Book 


“Reptiles and Amphibians 
of Alabama” is the title of 
a new wildlife manual being 
prepared by a former Alabama 
College professor of biology, 
Dr. Robert Mount. 

The 36 - year - old bio- 
logist has been seriously study- 
ing snakes and other reptiles 
and amphibians for six years. 

He hopes the manual he is 
now writing will stimulate an 
interest among others in what 
he calls some of nature's most 
fascinating creatures. 

Mount is well aware that 
most people don’t hold the 
same affection for snakes and 
“creepy - crawlers” he does. 
He says, as a rule, people have 
an unhealthy fear of snakes. 

Mount expresses it this way, 
“There’s a tendency for many 
people to feel that it would 
be a good idea if snakes were 
eliminated.” But Mount says 
this would be bad, because 
it would mean destroying a 
part of our national heritage. 

“Reptiles and amphibians 
are among our most fascin-

ating creatures”, he said, “and 
if we kill them off, we'll be 
depriving future generations of 
the opportunity of seeing and 
studying them.” 

Dr. Mount joined the Ala- 
bama College faculty in 1961. 
He resigned to accept a posi- 
tion on the faculty at Auburn 
in June of 1966. 

His new wildlife manual will 
be published in the near fu- 
ture.

In 1938, H. W. Nelson 
(grand-father of Milton Bird) 
is listed as the oldest citizen, 
and Hoyt Blalock Jr. is stated 
to be the youngest. 

Shelby County was formed 
by the First Alabama territor- 
ial legislature on Feb. 2, 1817.

Baptists Plan 
New Church 


In Wilsonville 


The Baptists of Wilsonville 
have embarked on a building 
program which will materially 
change the city’s skyline. 

At a cost of some $170,000 
the Baptists have contracted 
to build and furnish a new 
church building. Construction 
is already underway, with of- 
ficial ground breaking ceremon- 
ies held last Sunday. 

The former sanctuary, built 
at the turn of the century was 
razed earlier this month. The 
new church will be constructed 
on the same site. 


According to the pastor, 
Rev. Louie Johnson, Jr., the 
old church “served as a land 
mark and a spiritual light house 
for the people of Shelby Cou- 
nty for a great number of 
years.”

Classes and church services 
are temporarily being held in 
the educational section of the 
former building.

the new church will seat 570 
people.

When 
sald work has been completed, the 
person obtaining the permit shall 
report the same to the Clerk of the 
City of Columbiana and after an 
Inspection of the same, If sald 
cutting and repairs have been done 
In accordance with the requirements 
of the City, sald deposit of $50.00

Section 2. Any person, firm or 
corporation violating any of the pro- 
visions of this Ordinance shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than 
One Hundred and no/i00 Dollars 
for the first offense. Upon any se- 
cond offense, In addition to sald 
fine, they may also be sentenced to 
Imprisonment or hard labor for the 
City of Columbiana for a period of 
time not to exceed thirty (30) days.

Dear Parent: 

For the 1968 - 69 school year, our school system will 
continue the freedom of choice plan which was in effect 
for the current school year for all grades. Any student may 
choose any school in our system regardless of whether that 
school was formerly all white or all Negro. It does not 
matter which school your child is attending in 1967-68. 
You and your child may select any school you wish for 
the 1968 - 69 school year. 

Every student must make a choice of schools. If a child 
is entering the ninth or higher grade, or if the child is fifteen 
years old or older, he may make the choice himself. Other- 
wise a parent or other adult serving as parent must sign 
the choice form. A child enrolling in the school system for 
the first time must make a choice of schools before or at 
the time of his enrollment. 

The form on which the choice should be made is at- 
tached to this letter. It must be completed and returned 
by March 31, 1968. You may mail it in the enclosed envel- 
ope, or deliver it by messenger or by hand to any school 
principal or to the office of the Superintendent at any time 
between March | and March 31. No one may require you 
to return your choice form before March 1 and no pre- 
ference is given for returning the choice form early. When 
forms are returned after March 31, they may be subord- 
inated to choices made on time in the event of overcrowd- 
ing at the school chosen. 

No principal, teacher, or other school official is per- 
mitted to influence anyone in making a choice or to require 
early return of the choice form. No one is permitted to 
favor or penalize any student or other person because of 
a choice made. A choice once made cannot be changed ex- 
cept for serious hardship. 

No child will be denied his choice unless for reasons of 
overcrowding at the school chosen, in which case children 


living nearest the school will have preference without re- 


gard to race. 
Transportation will be provided, if reasonably possible, 


no matter what school is chosen. The school board rerouted 
the buses for the current school year and will continue to 
make minor changes in routes to insure that there will be 
no overlapping and duplication in the bus routes based on 
race and that the students will be assigned to buses without 
regard to race. Transportation cannot be reasonably ex- 
pected to schools far out of your attendance area. If you

cast iron pipe manufacturers. 

More than three-fourths of 
all the cast iron pipe produced 
in this country is manufactured 
in the Birmingham area. It is 
expected that a majority of 
lengths of cast iron pipe ship- 
ped out of the Birmingham 
area plants will be equipped 
with gaskets produced here in 
Shelby County. 

The three basic ingredients 
for the Shelby County product 
are raw rubber, hydrocarbon 
oils and carbon black.

Some of the items such as 
the processing oils are trans- 
ported into this area by water 
transportation arriving by barge 
on the Warrior River. 

Specification Rubber Pro- 
ducts, as the name implies, will 
turn out gaskets and other 
molded rubber goods according 
to the specifications of the 
ultimate user.

ORDINANCE 
BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 


LUMBIANA, ALA- 
BAMA, AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful 
for any person, firm or corpor- 
ation to cut Into, In any manner, 
any paved street, avenue or alley 
within the City of Columbiana 
without first having deposited the 
sum of $50.00 with the City of 
Columbiana and obtaining a permit 
to cut Into the same. The cutting 
shall be done at the expense of 
the person, firm or corporation 
obtaining the permit and the work 
and repair of said street shall be 
done In a workmantike manner and 
in accordance with the requirements 
set out In the permit by the City.

Drillers Tap Source 
For Westover Water 


Well drillers blew a well 
Thursday that will provide West 
over with an abundance of 
water for its families and for 
future industrial growth. 

Associated Drillers of Hel- 
ena tapped into an under— 
ground water source that is 
predicted to flow at better 
than 300 gallons of water per 
minute, according to Sidney 
Hargett, Jr., assistant vice pres- 
ident of Kenneth D. Byrd,Inc. 
consulting engineer on the pro- 
ject. 

The shaft to the under- 
ground lake or river took well 
drillers three days to complete. 
Water was struck at 217 feet 
and drilling was stopped at the 
280 foot level. The drillers at 
that depth still had not reached 
the bottom of the cavity. 

The quarter-million dollar 
project was begun recently 
when federal funds were appro- 


priated to the Westover Water 
Authority for installation of 
the water system. 

The first attempt to reach 
water failed when drills reach- 
ed the 400 foot depth without 
striking water. The drilling 
operation was moved one-half 
mile to the Gallop Crossroad 
area where the abundant sup- 
ply of water was found, 


A pipe line will be installed 
from the well to a tank which 
will be located some six miles 
away on Sewell Hill. 

The new water system will 
provide 260 families with water 
and will run north just beyond 
the Chelsea Road-Highway 280 
intersection. The system is 
expected to be completed with- 
in the next six months. 

Alfred Alverson is presi- 
dent of the Westover Water 
Authority. 


Columbiana Launches 
Save Water Project 


Columbiana’s Water Board 
has issued a call to all water 
users to save ten gallons of 
water a day. 

Arriving with the monthly 
water bill last Monday was a 
letter from the Water Board ex- 
plaining the need for the re- 
quest. Until the new water pro- 
ject is finished the water sit- 
uation in Columbiana will be 
“serious” but not “critical” 
the letter stated. 

Industrial growth is the rea- 
son given for the move. 5,000 
elions per day is needed for a 
Yew industry that would em- 
ploy 100 people. The Water 
Board states that the only 
source at present for this wa- 
ter is from the domestic water 
users. 

The contract for installing 
the new water system has been 


let to Steel City Construction 
Co. of Birmingham according to 
Mrs. Katherine Davis of the 
Columbiana Water Board of- 
fice. Mrs. Davis says that work 
should begin “right away, at 
least within the next 20 to 30 
days”. The source for Colum- 
biana’s future water supply will 
be at Keewah Springs about 
two miles below Shelby. 

Water Board members asked 
the public for cooperation in 
economizing on water usage by 
repairing leaks, washing only 
full loads of clothes and draw- 
ing less water for baths. 

They promised in return an 
ample supply of water within 
nine to twelve months. 

The Chairman of the Water 
Board is Carlton Franks, who 
serves with T. C. Stinson and 
Lewis Walker.

Working through Shelby County from Wilton north to 
the Jefferson County line, the Southern Railroad is refur- 
bishing its main line. 

Highly coordinated and equipped with the latest in 
specialized machinery, Southern’s timbering and surfac- 
ing forces (better known as T & § gangs) replace worn 
crossties, rework ballast and align track to maintain the 
smooth, stable track and roadbed vital to modern high- 
speed railroading. 


Southern’s Wilton trainmaster William Johnston com- 
pared life in a T & S crew to that of a traveling circus, 
Crewmen hail from just about every state in the South, 
and live “on the road” in a house - trailer caravan that 
follows their work progress. 

Their mobile city includes two kitchen-dining trailers 
and “sleepers” with accommodations for 36 men. 


Southern’s three T & S gangs maintain all main and 
secondary track on the railroad on a five-to-seven year 
cycle (smaller specially-assigned crews maintain yard 
track). In practice, main line is worked every five 
years and the less heavily used track is refurbished at 
about seven-year intervals, 


FOLLOWS COMPUTER - After a computerized jack 
hammer tells the operator how much to raise the track to 
restore surface and cross level, this machine automatically 
tamps the ballast to measure. The 21 - unit mechanized “gang” can lay down approxi- 
mately 2000 tons of slag ballast and replace around 1100 
crossties along some two and a half miles of track during 
a regular work day. 

Work being done along Southern’s line through Shelby 
County is under the supervision of Sam Sims, general div- 
ision engineer from Birmingham.

When the T & S gang arrives, they set up and cali- 
brate the complex machinery that will spread out to 
form a half-mile long caravan when in full operation. 
The first machine in line is a hydraulic spike puller 
which extracts spikes from the ties to be replaced. Re- 
usable spikes are placed in a rotating tumbler designed 
to remove encrustations and rust by the action of the 
spikes knocking against each other.

Wilton citizens can expect to see the T & S gang return in five years. 


Five tie-replacing machines, the “heart” of the timber- 
ing operation, follow the tumbler. The leader, equipped 
with a plow, pushes ballast away from the tie ends 
to allow easy removal of the ties, Positioned over 
the tie to be replaced, the machine grips the rail and 
lifts it high enough to clear the tie plate while a power- 
ful ram chain pushes out the old tie. Operating in 
reverse, the machine then pulls a new tie into position 


and eases the rail down. The entire replacement opera- 
tion takes approximately one minute. 

A small hoist on a swinging boom on the tie-replacing 
machine lifts the old ties onto a cart attached to the 
machine. Bundles of 16 used ties are banded and 
dropped by the side of the track. They are picked up 
later to be taken to Southern’s Track Assembly Shop in 
Atlanta where reusable ties become parts of panel-track 
sections. 

Two automatic spikers and one manually-operated 
spiker (for driving spikes at rail joints) spike the rails 
to the newly-laid ties. A ballast regulator redistributes 
the rock ballast between the ties and a self-operated 
broom sweeps the excess from the rail in preparation 
for the surfacing operation. 

As the tie-replacing equipment is the “heart” of the 
timbering operation, the computerized jack tamper is 
the “brain” of the surfacing operation. Southern’s en- 
gineers have added to the jack tamper a computer and 
a long surfacing-beam extending ahead of the tamper. 
The computer compares the angle of the beam to the 
angle of the track immediately behind and tells the 
operator automatically how much the track will have 
to be raised to restore the surface and cross-level. The 
jack tamper works every fourth or fifth tic, depositing a 
color-coded paint by the tie end to indicate correctly- 
tamped ties. 

Another machine straightens the ties, positions 
them flush with the rail and secures the spikes. Three 
production tampers, guided by the paint marks of the 
jack tamper, tamp the remaining ties and a track align- 
ment machine measures and adjusts the track for hori- 
zontal position.

A second ballast regulator reshapes the track 
shoulder and a self-operated broom sweeps the track 
to complete the surfacing operation and leaves the track 
in dressed condition. 

T & S gangs coordinate their operation through the 
use of horn signals and radio. The T & S supervisor 
maintains constant radio contact with the front and rear 
units of the gang and also with Southern’s dispatchers 
via microwave to coordinate the gang's operations with 
area train movements, 


The Southern system includes over 10,000 miles of 
main line criss - crossing the southeast from New Orleans 
to Cincinnati, from Jacksonville, Fla. to St. Louis.

Cushman indicated that with 
expansion the production will 
probably go as high as 300,000 
tons per year.

The Chilton County Civil 
Defense Rescue Squad imme- 
diately took charge of search- 
ing operations. 

Bill Attaway, Alabama State 
Water Safety Patrol officer, 
noted that the 11 foot boat 
was really too small for the 


waters of Lay Lake, and the 
20 horsepower motor was too 
large for the boat. 

The Civil Defense Rescue 
Squad has established a base at 
Kibbe’s Camp, from where they 
will conduct their search. 


Calvin Martin is directing 
the search as president of the 
Rescue Squad. 

The group has set up a com- 
plete camp with tents and kit- 
chen facilities. 


Each family unit will receive 
through the mail a four-colour, 
fully detailed map of the coun- 
ty. Various colours will div- 
ide the county into “shelter 
areas” so that any person can 
determine which shelter can 
best serve his family. Routes 
to travel to reach the appropr- 
iate shelter are easily seen, and 
locations of all public shelters 
are shown on the map. 


Since this route and shelter 
map is only part of the sur- 
vival plan, Civil Defense Dir- 
ector Homer Walton has had 
information and _ directions 


printed on the reverse side of 


the map that should be care- 
fully studied by all citizens old 
enough to understand the sim- 
ple language used. 


Gives Instructions 


The printed material tells 
WHEN to go to shelter, HOW 
to select the correct one, 
WHAT route, WHAT to take, 
and WHO will be in authority 
both along the routes and at 
the shelter. Some of the shel- 
ters are fully stocked with sur- 
vival supplies. Persons sched- 
uled to take refuge in shelters 
not stocked with emergency 
supplies will have to take a few 


hours supply of food and water. 
There is also a check list of 


comfort and health items every 
family should carry with the 
family to shelter, 


Keep In Safe Place 


This survival plan is fairly 
expensive, and quite valuable. 
It should be carefully kept in 
a safe, handy place after the 
family is thoroughly familiar 
with it. 

Federal funds helped make 
this splendid publication pos- 
sible, including a fairly 
adequate supply of replace- 
ments and some for newcomers 
to Shelby County. Stored in 
all post offices, these extra fol- 
ders will be available only in a 
time of real emergency.

Why Rate Increase? 


Why has the Alabama Power Company asked for an in- 
crease in rates at this time? 

Only last year the Power Company’s taxes were lowered. 
As was widely reported at the time, the assessed valuation 
of all utilities and railroads in Alabama was lowered from 
40 to 30 per cent as a result of a lawsuit brought by the L. 
and N. Railroad. 

What is the company doing with the money it saved? 

In Shelby County alone, the tax loss is being keenly 
felt in schools and at the hospital. 

The Southern Electric Generating Company, owned by 
the Alabama and Georgia Power Companies, paid the Coun- 
ty $1,115.281.14 in taxes in 1966, but only $840,100.14 
in 1967. Listed separately from Segco on the tax records 
the Power Company itself enjoyed a tax drop from 
$75,132.48 in 1966 to $73,058.04 in 1967. 

We are well aware that inflation is with us, We are also 
aware that the Power Company needs money if it is to con- 
tinue to be a leader in planning for Alabama’s future needs 
as it has led in the past. 

But how can the Company justify asking every home 
for even “less than a penny more per day” at this particular 
time? 

We hope that the Public Service Commission will study 
this request long and carefully. 

At a special meeting last Thursday, the Board of Rev- 
enue and Control discussed a road to serve a new industry 
northwest of Alabaster. The County hopes to be able to 
acquire a right of way to provide for this road.

Then in 1956 the 84th Con- 
gress passed the Library Ser- 
vices Act (LSA) and it was 
signed into law. 


In 1960 LSA was renewed 
for an additional five years. 
In 1964 it was expanded to 
include urban areas, provide for 
library construction and re- 
named the Library Services 
and Construction Act (LSCA.) 


In 1966 it was extended 
through 1971, and sections 
were added to encourage co- 
operative library networks, im- 
prove State institutional libra- 
ries and aid in development of 
libraries for the physically hand: 
icapped. 


Since its enactment LSCA 
has produced over $6,000,000 
in vitally needed funds for Ala- 
bama libraries. 


This year alone the finan- 
cial aid will exceed $1,000,000, 
but the greatest benefit of the 
LSCA has been the local sup- 
port generated. Prior to the act, 
892,501 people in 12 Alabama 
counties had no free public 
library service, State and local 
appropriations provided a mea- 
ger 34 cents per capita for 
library service. There were only 
1,446,154 books available for 
more than 3,000,000 people. 
At that time circulation was 
6,299,724 books for a one 
year period. 


Now after only 11 years, 
library service in Alabama has 
made a tremendous surge for- 
ward. At present 65 of the 67 
counties have some form of 
free public library program, 
with the number of people 
deprived of free service cut 
to 39,977 persons. 


Use Our Complete Farm Service 


State and local appropria- 
tions have more than tripled 
with public libraries receiving 
an average per capita income 
of $1.06. Today the goal of 
one book for each person is 
finally in sight as the inven- 
tory for 1967 showed a total 
of 3,113,097 books in free 
public libraries across the state, 
Of course, with free public 
library service open to more 
people, circulation of materials 
has also increased. 


This year there were 14,890, 
352 books circulated to library 
users in Alabama.

It's best to sow seeds in a 
raised bed or cold frame 
placed in a partly shaded spot 
A raised bed is easy to make 
by setting 4 pieces of 2 x 4 
on edge to form a rectangle, 
then pegging them in place 

Inside such a rectangle you 
can control soil and watering 
and, obviously, drainage will 
be excellent. Fill the bed with 
a mixture of ', each good gar- 
den soil, sand and granulated 
peat moss. Firm the surface, 
then water with a fine spray 
to settle the soil. 

Sow the seeds by broad- 
casting thinly and evenly over 
the top of the soil or by 
sprinkhng them in '._ inch- 
deep furrows made with the 
tip of a pencil 4 inches apart. 
Seeds may be covered very 
lightly with sifted sand, soil 
or, better yet, sifted sphagnum 
moss because this reduces 
chances of disease. 

Cover the bed with burlap 
and water through it so seeds 
won't wash away. Keep the 
soil evenly mcist but not soak- 
ing for 8 to 14 days, by which 
time seeds will have sprouted. 
Remove burlap when the first 
plants show,

Keep seedlings watered, 
weeded and shade them if 
necessary. When they have 6 
to & leaves, transplant to set 
6 to 9 inches apart. In the 
North, transplant to a place 
where you can protect them 
with a covering of straw over 
winter. In the South, set them 
where they are to bloom in 
the garden. 

Plants produce most blooms 
when growing in fairly rich 
soil and when seed production 
is prevented by frequent pick- 
ing of the flowers.

REMEMBER TO DUMP 
AT COUNTY LANDFILL 


Do your dumping at the 
county landfill. 

When you've cleaned out 
your garage, barn and base- 
ment, what are you going 
to do with those rusted 
pipes, broken tools,worn out 
appliances and bent- up tri- 
cycle frames? 

Are you one of those who 
sneaks into the woods and 
dumps your trash after dark 
along the side of one of 
Shelby County’s beautiful 
roads? 

DON’T DO IT! says Frank 
Sloan, Shelby County San- 
itarian. And far from just 
asking you not to litter, 
Sloan can tell you where 
to take your junk so that it 
will be handled in the pro- 
per sanitary manner. 

The County operated san- 
itary landfill is located just 
north of Calera. A man and 
tractor are on duty from 
seven a.m. until about 4 p.m. 
six days a week, including 
Saturdays. The landfill was 
established for the purpose 
of providing a final resting 
ground for all of Shelby 
County’s junk, garbage and 
trash. 

The tractor compacts the 
trash, buries it and packs 
the ground. The result is the 
most sanitary and efficient 
form of disposing of solid 
waste. 

Dumping at the county 
landfill is free. To get there, 
travel north on Highway 31 
from downtown Calera a- 
bout a half mile. Turn left 
on a paved road and con- 
tinue about % mile. Sloan

says you can’t miss it. The 
County hopes to put up a 
direction sign there soon. 

The County landfill will 
accept any kind of trash. 

Sloan says that plans are 
being made to set up a 
county landfill in the Har- 
persville - Vincent area, but 
at present the only place in 
the area to take trash is the 
municipal garage dump. 

A commercial firm is also 
operating a landfill opera- 
tion north of Helena near 
the old Paramount mine. A 
fee is charged at this site for 
taking care of trash and gar- 
bage. 

Sloan urges that when 
you clean up your own pro- 
perty be sure you don't 
create a public mess by 
dumping your trash along 
the roadside. 

The County landfill at Ca- 
lera is publicly operated for 
your benefit.

As with all such innovations, 
the wood deck has evolved 
from a simple porch-like af- 
fair to an outdoor room as so- 
phisticated as the homeowner 
wishes. 

Variations in design are 
abundant, limited only by the 
imagination. With such an 
easily-tailored material as 
wood, patio decks can be made 
in any size or shape and to fit 
any niche in the yard. 

Several decks serving differ- 
ent purposes might be built, 
one adjacent to the dining 
room or kitchen for an out- 
door family room, one in the

These can be connected with 
narrower decks acting as 
walkways and built on levels 
two steps up and down from 
each other for added eye in- 
terest.

For families with kitchen remodeling on their minds, the 
latest trends in kitchen design and furnishings offer wide scope. 
So reports the Plumbing-Heating-Cooling Information Bureau, 
which points out these trends: 

1. Kitchens are bigger. They're enjoying a comeback as 
a family gathering place for both meals and general relaxation. 
Some are combined kitchen-family rooms. 

2. There’s more color — not only in wall and floor cover- 
ings, but in cabinets, appliances and sinks, A colorful sink often 
serves as the accent point for the entire room. 

3. Sinks make news, Two and even three-bow! models 
are becoming increasingly popular, and they come equipped 
with single-handle faucets, good lighting and spray attachments 
on a flexible steel hose, 

4. Garbage disposers and automatic dishwashers gain.

5. “Small appliances” have more scope. Now appearing 
in more and more kitchen are such “appliances” as automatic 
dispensers for ice water and hot water, bubbler fountains.

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Helping Cut Flowers Last Longer 


The summer garden provides a wealth of flowers for indoor 
use. Keeping them in good condition is easy if common-sense 
procedures are followed. See accompanying article for these. 


The length of time your cut flowers will last is determined 
by how and when you cut them, how you treat them immedi- 
ately afterward, the container in which you arrange them and 
whether or not you use a preservative. 

The best time of day to cut flowers from your garden is late 
afternoon because their sugar: ———_______ 


content is higher then and 
helps them to keep longer. 
Second-best time is early 
morning. 

When you go into the garden 
to gather flowers take along a 
pail of water the same temper- 
ature as the outdoor air. Thus, 
in a cool morning, the water 
will be cool; in a hot after- 
noon, it will be warm. Pop 
each flower stem into water 
as soon as you cut it. 

When you finish cutting, take 
the pail into the house and set 
it in a cool, draft-free place. 
Leave it there for at least an 
hour. During this time the 
flowers become adjusted to the 
different conditions indoors. 

Then line up your containers 
and view them with an eye to 
their water-holding capacities. 
Tall, narrow vases which hold 
little water must be refilled 
each day, sometimes twice 
daily, so flower stems will re- 
main in water. 

Wide, fiat bowls may not 
allow sufficient depth of water 
to keep flowers in good condi- 
tion. Eliminate these con- 
tainers, 

To the water in the con- 
tainer you choose, add a pre- 
servative which controls the 
growth of the bacteria that

thrive in_ vegetation-filled 
water. A preservative adds 
several days to the life of cut 
flowers. 

Now recut flower stems to 
the length you wish for your 
arrangements. Cut with a 
sharp knife so you do not tear 
plant tissues and cut under 
water. A wide bowl filled to 
the brim will permit this. 
Cutting under water keeps air 
from plant cells. Stripping off 
leaves that would be below 
the water line also prolongs 
the life of flowers. 

After you have followed 
these steps a time or two and 
seen how much longer the 
lovely blooms from your gar- 
den continue to be lovely, 
you'll make them your routine.

Fix-Up 

Both repairs and remodeling 
come under the heading of 
“Fix-Up” jobs. 

First, check home exterior 
for needed repairs in potential 
trouble areas. Examine foun- 
dations for cracked masonry 
and ground holes; inspect roof 
for warped, loose or missing 
shingles; check gutters and 
downspouts for clogged pas- 
sages, weather-worn parts; 
and check chimney area for 
loose bricks or stones, missing 
mortar. 

Indoors, heating and plumb- 
ing systems may need profes- 
sional check-ups. Check walls 
and ceilings for cracks and 
bulges, floors for needed re- 
pairs or refinishing. Inspect 
doors and windows for air 
leakage, and make them wea- 
ther-tight. 

Repair needs may suggest a 
“Fix-Up” remodeling project. 
For instance, if a furnace 
check-up reveals that a re- 
placement will be necessary in 
the near future, now may be 
the time to consider installing 
a central heating-air condi- 
tioning system.

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Mountain Snow 


The green and white foliage 


of Snow-on- the - mountain 
forms a pretty contrast to 
bright blooms. 


In many gardens this sum- 
mer you'll see a plant whose 
white-margined bracts and up- 
per leaves form a_ welcome 
contrast to the bright colors 
of annual flowers. Called 
Mountain Snow or Snow-on- 
the-mountain, its variegated 
leaves are just as pretty used 
with flowers in arrangements 
for the house as they are in 
the garden. 
Snow-on-the-mountain is easy 
to grow from seeds. In fact it 
is native to the great plains 
from the Dakotas to Texas. 
Plants thrive in sunny places, 
grow about 2 feet high with 
leaves that may be light green, 
green with white edges or, 
occasionally, all white. 

The flowers are small and 
hardly noticeable in the cen 
ters of the white bracts that 
surround them, but if you look 
closely you'll discover them. 

Stems exude a white juice 
when cut. This milky sub- 
Stance can cause pain if it gets 
into an open sore so cut stems 
should be handled with care. 
Also because of the milky 
juice and its speedy loss after 
picking or cutting, the cut 
ends of the stems “ould be 
Singed or plunged into boiling 
water 


Storage Goes Outside 


What about outdoor stor- 
age? 

Providing generous storage 
space for home gardening tools 
and bulky outdoor equipment 
is the objective of a new plan 
for building a three-compart- 
ment, plywood-paneled tool 
shed. The shed, which presents 
both an unusual and an at- 
tractive appearance, is design- 
ed *to store equipment with 
well-organized convenience, 
while protecting it against the 
weather. 

A handy do-it-yourselfer 
should be able to build this 
plywood tool shed for about 
$175, says U.S. Plywood, orig- 
inator of the plan. 

The shed provides three 
Separate areas, 


For Power Mower 


A center compartment runs 
diagonally across the building 
to create a large section for 
yard tractor or power mower. 
Access to this space is provid- 
ed by two hinged doors which 
meet and form a corner when 
the shed is closed. 

Two smaller triangular ar- 
eas at each side are enclosed 
by one-panel hinged doors. 
Since doors swing outward, 
hardware should be rustproof. 

Doors and some _ interior 
walls are lined with perforated 
hardboard for hanging such 
items as rakes and hoses, This 
leaves valuable floor space 
clear for odd-shaped tools and 
equipment. 

Directions for building the 
plywood tool shed are: 

Use slab of concrete about 
four inches thick to form 
foundation and floor. Set bolts 
into soft cement around the 
perimeter ‘two on each side) 


with threaded portion ex- 
posed, to provide anchor for 
two by fours at bottom of each 
wall frame. 
Constructing Roof 

Walls consist of a two by 
four framework of vertical 
studs spaced 16 inches apart, 
center to center, The diagonal 


two by six roof rafters inter-_ 


sect in the center, where they 
can be reinforced with angle 
irons screwed to the inside 
faces, 

The roof consists of three- 
quarter-inch plywood nailed 
up in sections to cover the 
rafters. 

For doors. first assemble a 
framework of one by threes, 
then cover inside with perfor- 
ated hardboard and the out- 
side with exterior plywood. 

Frame out all of the walls 
first, using doubled two by 
fours in each of the corners. 
Roof rafters should be nailed 
up next, installing the longer 
continuous one across one 
diagonal and then cutting two 
pieces to fit across the other 
diagonal. 

These rafters are notched 
where they rest on the top 


plate of the walls in each cor- 
ner. The one-piece rafter rests 
on top of a short length of ex- 
tra wall built above the double 
doors and the back corner, The 
rafter that crosses this wall 
Slopes downward at each side 
to rest on the top corners of 
the wall framing. 

This creates a sloping roof 
which pitches diagonally to 
each side to help insure drain- 
age while still providing open 
space for ventilation under- 
neath the roof,

Drawings Show the Basic Methods

There are three basic meth- 
ods of mounting a lighting fix- 
ture, as illustrated in the 
drawings shown above. 

For cord-type fixtures, such 
as the pendant at left, the first 
step is to fasten the mounting 
strap A to the outlet box. 
Then, thread nipple B into 
strap. Ornamental capnut C, 
locknut D and canopy E are 
slipped over fixture cord, which 
is then threaded through nip- 
ple B, 

A knot is tied so cord can- 
not slip back through nipple— 
and it supports fixture weight. 
Electrical connection is made, 
and canopy is secured.

of paint to use, It’s poor econ- 
omy to use bargain paints, 
since a good paint gives bet- 
ter-looking results and length- 
ens the time before it’s neces- 
sary to paint again. 

Estimate one gallon of fin- 
ish paint for about 500 square 
feet of surface, and one gallon 
of primer for about 450 feet. 

Local building supply deal- 
ers can advise about the type 
of paint best suited to the job, 
and provide information on 
the variety of specialized 
paints available for different 
types of surfaces. 

Painting exterior walls is 
only part of the job. The do- 
it-yourself painter will want 
to freshen up doors, windows 
and shutters at the same time. 

To handle these areas, here 
are suggestions: 


—————— 
Doors. Panels should be 
painted first, then the rails 
that separate the panels, then 
the top, bottom and sides, and 
the outside edges last. To get 
at the edges better, remove the 
door and lay it on a trestle. 


Windows. The slender rails 
separating the .glass should 
be painted first, then the top 
and bottom sash, the side sash, 
the frame and finally the win- 
dow sill. To prevent splatter- 
ing, cover the edges of the 
glass with masking tape. 


Shutters. Before painting, 
remove shutters, lay them flat 
on supports and wash clean. 
The same applies to screens 
and storm windows.

Good planning is the basis 
on which all else rests. Plan 
it carefully, organize it thor- 
oughly — and the modernized 
kitchen will be both a smooth- 
ly-running workshop and a 
setting for whatever decora- 
tive effect the homemaker 
prefers. 


Four widely-used kitchen 
layouts are: The one-wall, 
where appliances, cabinets 
and countertops are placed 
along one wall; the corridor, 
where they are placed along 
two facing walls; the U, where 
the work area forms a U; and 
the L, where two adjoining 
walls are used. Of these, the 
U and L shapes are generally 
considered more efficient. 


A well-planned kitchen con- 
tains a_ refrigerator-freezer 
center for food storage, a 
range center for cooking and 
a dishwasher-sink center for 
clean-ups. 

In addition to the appropri- 
ate appliances, each center 
should have sufficient cabinet 
and countertop space, so sup- 
plies can be kept where they 
are used, and work can be 
done at that spot.

The common marigold may 
be useful in ridding soil and 
crops of nematodes, those tiny 
parasitic worms that often are 
the bane of the farmer's or 
gardener’'s existence. The 
United States Department of 
Agriculture found marigolds 
the best potential resistor of 
seven plants tested. 

The idea, of course, is to 
starve out the nematodes. If 
marigolds are grown and re- 
sist the pests, then the next 
year the nematode population 
will have decreased and better 
crops can be grown. 

The use of marigolds in this 
manner benefits the home gar- 
dener as much as or more tian 
it does the farmer.

Do not handle vegetables any 
more than is necessary after 
harvesting them. Dropping 
may cause bruising which 
does not improve their quality. 
If it is necessary to put your 
preduce into the refrigerator 
(and, of course, all vegetables 
will taste better if cooked or 
used raw immediately after 
picking), store them at tem 
peratures slightly under 40 de- 
grees F. and at a high humi- 
dity.

If youre a homeowner, 
chances are your home im- 
provement program for the 
year includes some painting. 
You'll probably do most of the 
interior work yourself, and 
many of you will also tackle 
heavy exterior jobs, 

Home painting has become a 
popular do-it-yourself project, 
according to the trade journal, 
Building Supply News. It re- 
ports that homeowners account 
for 60 percent of the annual 
half-billion dollar paint sales 
of building supply centers. At 
present, homeowners do 55 per- 
cent of interior painting and 
about 15 percent of the exterior 
work. Both figures are expected 
to increase. 

The reasons for this, says the 
magazine, are high labor costs 
for professional painting, and 
the availability and reliability 
of new quality paints. These 
paints are easier to apply, fast- 
drying and more durable. Some 
are chalk and blister-resistant, 
others can be applied to a wet 
surface, and some ease clean- 
ups because brushes can be 
rinsed out in water. Time and 
labor -saving equipment like 
rollers and spray guns has al- 
so simplified painting for the 
handyman. 

If you are a beginning home 
painter, Building Supply News 
cautions against two mistakes 
right from the start. Don't stint 
on the cost of good paint or 
the amount you plan to use. 
The magazine notes that cheap 
paints are not bargains if they 
give poor results and only last 
a year or two. Neither is it eco- 
nomical to use one coat of 
paint when two will give you 
a longer-lasting, better-looking 
surface. Your best bet is to 
use reliable brand name prod- 
ucts and to follow the manu- 
facturer’s directions carefully. 

One problem amateur paint- 
ers may have is not knowing 
which paint is best for a par- 
ticular job. Building supply re- 
tailers advise that there is a 
“right” paint for every surface.

Last Monday Mayor Virginia 
S. Sharbutt announced that 
Elton B. Stephens, President 
and Founder of EBSCO Indus- 
tries, Inc. of Birmingham has 
agreed to build a manufacturing 
facility as the first tenant of 
Vincent’s new Industrial Park. 

The Industrial Park was 
created by the Town of Vin- 
cent through its Industrial De- 
velopment Board.

Stubbs Charges Big Paper Companies 
Do Not Pay Fair Property Tax Share 


get an income tax exemption that the small individual 


“Four companies own one-third of Shelby County” 

This statement was made by State Representative Tom 
Stubbs last week when he appeared before the Shelby 
County tax equalization board. Stubbs urged the board to 
consider increasing the assessment of several of the largest 
land owners in the county. 

Stubbs is concerned that so much of Shelby County’s 
land is in the hands of a few owners, but he is especially 
alarmed at the low rate of assessment their holdings enjoy. 

He made it clear that he feels this situation stems from 
“complicated circumstances inherited throughout the last 
50 years” and is not the fault of the tax assessor or the 
equalization board. 

To support his contentions, he presented the following 
statements: 

“The individual homeowner, small land owner, and 
businesses with plant facilities (especially utility companies) 
are bearing the brunt of ad valorem taxes in Shelby County. 

Four companies own approximately one-third of the 
entire county yet pay only about 1% of the ad valorem 
taxes paid on real property in the county. 

Shelby County contains about 500,000 acres with the 
following companies owning about one-third of the total 
acreage: 


Kimberly Clark Corp. 70,164 Acres 
Gulf States Paper Corp. 55,721 Acres 
U. S. Steel (T. C. 1.) 30,139 Acres 
Hammermill Paper Co. 8,750 Acres 

TOTAL 164,774 Acres 


The land owned by the Paper Companies is now assessed 
at $6.50 per acre while T. C. I.’s land is assessed at $8.35 
per acre. 

Anyone who has bought or tried to buy land in recent 
years knows that land in Shelby County is worth many 
times the above assessed amounts. In fact, land held by 
these companies has a market value of from fifteen to 
thirty times the assessed rate. 

Most other land in Shelby County is assessed at from 
two to five times the amount of the assessment of these 
four companies and | think this inequity needs to be 
corrected now. 

In addition to this inequity, these four large land owners 


Steve Goad and Jack Davis 
found themselves on the wrong 
side of the bars in cell three at 
the County jail last Thursday 
morning. 

Goad was going about his 
regular duties as night jailer and 
Davis had come by the jail to 
pick up men for work on the 
county road gang, 

The three prisoners in cell 
three pulled a gun on Goad as 
he was checking to see if the 
master lock had locked their 
cell door. Apparently the men 
had jammed the lock with pa- 
per or clothing to prevent its 
locking. 

Jim Burnett, a trusty prison- 
er who is acting as cook at the 
jail during his 84 day sentence 
threw the master lock after the 
prisoners left and released Goad 
and Davis. 

Although Goad was success- 
ful in notifying state and cou- 
nty police officials by radio as 
the men were driving away, 
they were not apprehended for 
some two hours, by which time 
they were in Villa Rica,Georgia. 
They were back in the Shelby 
County jail within 12 hours of 


their departure. 

The three escapees have long 
records of involvement with 
police authorities. 

Willie Peal, age 38, of Rt. 1, 
Columbiana, in whose automo- 
bile the trio made their escape, 
was awaiting trial on two 
counts of issuing worthless 
checks and three alias warrants 
from the Town of Columbiana. 

Peal’s son had brought his 
father’s car to the Courthouse 
parking lot when Peal told him 
he wanted to sell it, Sheriff 
Walker said. 

Roy Kelly, 22, of Sylacauga 
was awaiting trial on two counts 
of grand larceny in this county. 
He also had two charges of 
grand larceny pending in Talla- 
dega County. 

William Lawley, 19, of Dog- 
wood had been sentenced to 
hard labor for public drunken- 
ness and a pervious escape from 
a county work gang. 

They will face a variety of 
new charges arising from their 
escape. Sheriff C. P. Walker 
said that he will present the 
charges to the District Attorney 
for his consideration. They in 


clude armed robbery, escape, 
grand larceny and destruction 
of a telephone which they rip- 
ped from the wall of the jail. 

The report of the incident as 
given by the jailer, Steve Goad, 
is as follows: 

“At 6:15 a.m., 3-14-68, I 
went with Prison Guard Jack 
Davis to get the road workers. 
I let the two Negroes out first 
as usual. I then proceeded to 
release the five white workers. 

Only one, Stewart Moss 
would go to work. I then closed 
the cell doors. 

During this time Jack Davis 
was with the other prisoners 
in the hall. After closing the 
cell doors, I went to check 
them as I always do. As I came 
past cell No 3, the door slid 
open and Willie Peal jumped 
out with a gun and held it on 
me. 
William Lawley and Roy 
Kelly came out at this time and’ 
took the keys. 

Peal told me to go into the 
cell. I tried to reason with him 
telling him that he had only a 
short time to serve. He then 
cocked the gun and pointed it 


at my face. I told him he would 
regret it and Wm. Lawley told 
him to shoot me. I figured | 
had better go in unless I wanted 
to get shot. 

They then went in to the 
hall and got Jack Davis. They 
didn’t know how to operate 
the cell controls and talked of 
taking Jack with them or shoot- 
ing him. At this time I told 
them how to open the Bull 
Pen so they would not harm 
Jack. They left the hall and 
went through the desk drawer. 
They took my colt .45 revol- 
ver and ran. Prior to this the 
three escapees offered to let 
others go, too. None accepted. 

The trustee came immedia- 
tely and released Jack and my- 
self. I ran to get my pistol 
to try to stop them, but it was 
gone. I ran to the window and 
watched them get into the 57 
Buick and leave. I could not 
read the tag number. I then 
put the info out on both radios 
and called station 1 and the 
Sheriff.”

From the above figures you can see it costs the small

Another interesting example is this: 

An individual pays as much in taxes (Federal and State) 
when he puts 20 gallons of gas in his tank as it costs a 
paper company to hold 25 acres of land a year. 

It is not my opinion that anyone, - corporation or 
individual - should be taxed out of business, However, I 
firmly believe this inequity should be removed. 

‘This inequity is not the fault of the Tax Assessor or 
The Equalization Board, but rather a combination of com- 
plicated circumstances inherited throughout the last 50 


years. 


‘The Equalization Board, with the cooperation of the 
Tax Assessor made progress in eliminating this situation 
last year and I am confident more progress will be made 
this year. Also, our board has made more progress along 
this line than boards in surrounding counties. 

‘Schools and local government will be the chief bene- 
ficiaries of the correction of this inequity, since less than 
one-fourth of the property tax goes to the State and most 
of the State’s portion returns to the County.”

‘Merlihy, clinical associate pro- 
‘essor of psychiatry at the 
Medical College of Alabama in 
Birmingham; Rev. Peter Furio, 
associate minister of Birming- 
ham’s First Methodist Church; 
Jefferson County Sheriff Mel 
Bailey; and State Senator John 
Hawkins of Birmingham. 

Herlihy compared drugs now 
available to a Frankenstein 
monster; a marvelous discov 
ery that could return to de 
troy us, He noted that the 
use of psychedelic or mind- 
expanding drugs is an ancient 
practice, and was used through-

views on responsibilities of the 
church in dealing with: this 
problem. 

The Birmingham minister 
said indications are that, while 
drug use and addiction may 
be increasing in this group, the 
majority of young people are 
becoming increasingly aware of 
the dangers involved - - “they 
are undergoing some eye-open- 
ing experiences as they see the 
effects of drugs on young peo- 
ple they may know.” 

Sheriff Mel Bailey suggested 
that the use of drugs has had a 
significant influence on the 
ever-increasing crime rate. 

In a brief statistical outline 
Bailey noted that: one ounce 
of L S D is worth some 
$1,400,000 in illegal trading 
that, on the average, one addict 
will make addicts of four other 
persons; and that, of some 
662 inmates currently in the 
Jefferson County Jail, every 
one of them is familiar in some 
way with illegal drug usage. 

Sheriff Bailey commended 
the state legislature for passage 
of laws controlling the flow 
of drugs, calling Alabama a lea- 
der in the fight against illegal 
drug traffic. 

Senator John Hawkins agreed 
with Bailey that Alabama is 
“far ahead in the fight against 
LSD,” stating that only a very 
small percentage of actual col- 
lege students are involved in 
drug usage. He estimated the 
rate at around four or five per 
ten thousand students. 

Hawkins told of the dis- 
covery of a “new-religious” 
group in south Alabama which 
involved high school students 
as well as college students and 
other adults. The group was un- 
covered during legislative in- 
vestigations keeping tabs on 
users and finding sources of 
supply. 

He told of legislation aimed 
at halting drug sales and addic- 
tion, but declared this effort 
“no good unless the law is pro- 


perly administered.” He said 
legislators depend on all ele- 
ments of decent society to keep 
them informed on needs in this 
area. 

One of the nation’s foremost 
authorities on dyslexia - - Dr. 
Charles L. Shedd, director of 
the Reading Disability Clinic in 
Birmingham - - addressed work- 
shop participants in a later ses- 
sion. 

He told of efforts to treat 
the perceptional “short-circuit” 
and characteristics by which it 
can be identified.

Rescue Squad Recovers Bodies 


Of Two Chilton County Men 


Rescue workers recovered 
the body of Herold Wallace 
from Lay Lake Monday morn- 
ning ending more than two 
weeks of search and dragging 
operations for two Clanton 
fishermen. 

Water Safety Patrolman Bill 
Attaway said members of the 
Chilton County Rescue Squad 
found the body of 23 - year 
old Wallace about 100 yards 
downstream from the Narrows, 
where their boat was found on 
March 9. 

The same rescue squad re- 
covered the body of Wallace’s 
fishing companion, Alton Den- 
nis, 38, Friday morning about 
three - quarters of a mile South 
of the Narrows. 


The two fishermen were re- 
ported missing on March 8th.

Labor Law Requires 
Work Certificates 


Under the Alabama Child 
Labor Law, every youth under 
17 years of age who works, 
except those in agriculture and 
domestic service, must get a 
certificate or permit to be leg- 
ally employed. These certifi- 
cates and permits are issued by 
the Superintendent of Educa- 
tion or his authorized agents in 
the various localities.

Rebel Sharpshooters Invade 
Old Bibb Furnance Grounds

In the shadow of a Civil War monument, modern-day 
Johnny Rebs relived the days when the smell of black 
powder drifted through the hollows of Central Alabama. 

Members of the Racoon Roughs, Sixth Alabama Volun- 
teer Infantry, journeyed from three Southern states in 
addition to Alabama to attend the second annual practice 
skirmish at Bibb Furnace last weekend. 

Bibb Furnace, located some eight miles south of Monte- 
vallo, was selected for the encampment because of the part 
it played in the Civil War. 

During the practice skirmish the Racoon Roughs fired 
Civil War pistols and muzzle-loaded muskets in competitive 
events and witnessed the firing of an authentic civil war 
cannon by the visiting Lumsden Battery from Mobile. 

According to the Lumsden Battery it is highly possible 
that the iron used in forging the cannon barrel was smelted 
at Bibb Furnace. 

The skirmishers braved the snow, sleet and rain during 
the weekend to hold their practice event which was post- 
poned from February until March with hopes of having 


more comfortable weather. 

The shooting matches included the following events: 
one-gallon buckets at 100 yards, clay pigeons at 50 yards, 
four-inch flower pots at 50 yards and beer cans at 50 yards. 

Dr. Jack Curtis of Montevallo placed first in the shoot- 
ing competition and Don Hughes of Montevallo placed 
third. They also served as hosts to the visiting skirmishers. 

In addition to wearing civil war dress, the skirmishers 
were served Southern-style food such as bear meat, venison, 
doves and corn pone. 

Wives of the skirmishers attended the events dressed in 
long dresses of the Civil War days. 

The original Racoon Roughs, who were also original 
in spelling the word raccoon, were organized to fight in the 
Civil War by John B. Gordon in North Alabama. 

Of the 83 members of the Racoon Roughs only 15 sur- 
vived the war. They wore raccoon skin hats and were some 
of the best sharp shooters in the Confederate Army. 

Some 30 men attended the practice skirmish. Twelve 
were Racoon Roughs and the remainder were from the 
Lumsden Battery and the Jefferson Davis Battery from 
Birmingham.

Legislation protecting 
the consumer is a natural result of 
its investigations, Currently, con- 
gressional committees are studying 
truth-in-lending. How proposed act-

“add on” interest rate, And an 
8 percent add on rate is, in 
reality, a 13-plus percent rate 
when computed as simple in- 
terest. 


Installment credit in depart- 
ment stores, appliance stores, 
and other business establish- 
ments allow you to buy what- 
ever your credit rating will 
bear and the usual rate for this 
credit is 1% percent of the un- 
paid balance per month. That 
figures to 18 percent in simple 
annual interest. 


This method of charging in- 
terest applies also to the “re- 
volving credit” type account, 
where you're allowed to charge 
up to a certain limit, and your 
‘service charge” is 1% percent 
per month on the account total.

In short, the legislation pro- 
vides for full disclosure of cre- 
dit charges.

Lily Gardener Shares Secrets 


First, he removed eight inch- 
es of top soil. Then he digs a 
hole in the center with a post 
hole digger, as deeply as he 
can. He fills up the hole with 
pine cones, peanut hulls slag 
or other material that will pro- 
vide drainage, He puts two 
inches of good soil made up of 
leaf mold, compost or peat 
moss over the entire circle and 
plants the lilies in circles a- 
round the center hole. 

In periods of excessive rain 
the post hole serves as a drain- 
age vat. In dry periods, he 
pours two buckets of water in 
the hole weekly, and meets 
with success.

He has been raising lilies for 
12 years, crossing various stock 
and developing his own hybrids. 


He loves to tell of his exper- 
ience with a yellow trumpet 
Aurelian lily that he grew from 
seed. The bulb developed to 
the size of a half gallon bucket. 
“Over 20 blooms made six bu- 
blets and one quart of seed - 
and people say Aurelians won't 
grow here.” 

Mr. Cunningham’s big se- 
cret we found, is his soil and 
drainage preparation in the 
small round beds he favors.

‘The Division of Alcoholism 
Clinic works with treatment of 
alcoholics and they maintain 
a speaker’s bureau for schools, 
clubs or groups.

For County Chert Pit

The Board of Revenue and 
Control spent the better part 
of the day Monday weighing 
specifications and bids for a 
rubber tire front end loader for 
the county chert pit. 

Bids were submitted by six 

companies and most of them 
sent representatives to the meet- 
ing. 
After opening the bids, the 
Board gave each representative 
the opportunity to explain his 
machine and bid. 

It was after three o’clock 
when the Board finally decided 
to buy a Caterpillar from the 
Thompson Tractor Company of 
Birmingham, under a compli- 
cated set of terms involving 
re-purchase and parts contracts. 

The machine’s actual cost 


was $38,777, but the county 
was allowed a trade-in on an- 
other machine of $3,500. 

The Company agreed to re- 
purchase the front end loader 
in three years for $22,500 at 
the county’s discretion. The 
Company also provided a guar- 
antee that the cost of new 
parts would not exceed $2,500 
over a three year or 5,000 
engine hour period. 

In addition, the Company 
agreed that if it could not 
supply the county with needed 
parts within three days, the 
Company would pay the coun- 
ty $50 for every day the mac: 
ine was out of order. 

County Engineer James Ray 
stated that the total guaranteed 
cost of the machine will be 
$15,277 over a three year per- 
iod.

County Anglers Vote In Favor Of Commercial Fishing

Shelby County fishermen 
voted 17 - 16 in favor of con- 
tinuing commercial fishing on 
Lay Lake. 

The vote was taken Monday 
night during a meeting called 
by Representative Tom Stubbs 
to allow sport and commercial 
fishermen to voice their opin- 
ions on fish netting. 

A panel composed of re- 
presentatives of the State De- 
partment of Conservation,Game 
and Fish Division, presented 
information defending the com- 
mercial fishing on Alabama ri- 
vers, Serving on the panel were 
Archie Hooper, chief of the 
fishery section; Major Edward 
Farris, chief of the enforce- 
ment section; and Capt. Ed 
Lightsey, district supervisor, 
Game and Fish division. 

Hooper said it was his de- 
partment’s job to improve fish- 
ing in all areas and he felt that 
commercial fishing did improve 
the condition for the increase 
in number of sport fish. 


He said that in a particular 
impoundment, such as Lay 
Lake, there is just so much 
space and so much food for the 
fish and the removal of rough 
fish decreases the competition 
for food for the game fish. 

Commercial fishermen do 
catch game fish. Hooper said, 
but they are required by law to 
return the game fish to the 
water. He estimated that five 
percent of the total weight of 
fish caught in nets are game 
fish. 


Major Farris said commer- 


cial fishermen are doing sport 
fishermen a big favor by catch- 
ing the rough fish. 

Captain Ed Lightsey said 
fish and game officers have 
spent more than 240 hours 
during the last two months 
observing the commercial fish- 
ermen on Lay Lake. 

Lightsey said eight cases 
have been made against com- 
mercial fishermen on Lay Lake 
during this period and most of 
these violations were for the 
illegal placement of commer- 


cial fishing gear rather than 
possession of game fish. 

Continueing his defense of 
commercial fishing, Hooper said 
that making commercial fishing 
illegal on Lay Lake would 
not improve sport fishing but 
would make fishing worse. He 
said it would drive the com- 
mercial fishing un derground 
and would be just like boot- 
leggers making and selling whis- 
key in dry counties. 

Following the panel's pre- 
sentation, sport fishermen were 
given an opportunity to exp- 
ress their reasons for closing 
Lay Lake to commercial fish- 
ing. 

The following are their rea- 
sons: 

“Mitchell Lake is considered 
the best fishing lake on the 
Coosa River. Commercial fish- 
ing is not allowed there.” 

“Trotline fishermen cannot 
lay their lines for all the nets 
in the river.” 

“Commercial fishemen are 
taking game fish from the lake.” 

“Out - of - state commercial 


fishermen are fishing in Lay 
Lake.” (According to law, only 
resident fishermen are allowed 
to fish commercially in Ala- 
bama.) 

During the discussion per- 
iod, representatives of the Con- 
servation Department added 
these comments: 

A conservation officer from 
Mitchell Lake area said that 
illegal commercial fishing is 
being done on Mitchell Lake 
and that one group of comm- 
ercial fishemen is getting rich 
by fishing nets illegally. He 
said these people have been 
arrested several times but are 
willing to take the risk and pay 
the fines in order to continue 
their illegal fishing operation. 

Hooper said that he doubted 
if the quantity of rough fish 
being removed from the im- 
poundments is significant; how- 
ever, he felt that it does a little 
bit of good and no harm.

Alabama’s wild turkey pop- 
ulation is now the largest it 
has been since record keeping 
began more than SO years ago. 
Alabama’s present turkey pop- 
ulation is estimated at more 
than 150,000 birds. 

The Game and Fish Division 
Chief added, ‘Indications point 
toward a continued increase 
in our turkey population. This 
favorable situation is the result 
of rigid law enforcement, sci- 
entific management techniques 
and the development of good 
turkey habitat by dedicated 
landowners. 

The bag limit on turkeys is 
one gobbler per day or five 
during the combined fall ’67

The new wing for Fuller 
Hall will accomodate some 
104 students and will be con- 
nected to the existing building 
by a covered walkway. 

The second residence hall 
will house women students and 
will feature the latest innova- 
tions in campus living for 208 
coeds. 

When the two new residence 
halls are completed the college 
will have eight dormitory build- 
ings. 

Legal details of the bond 
issue were handled by the law 
firm of Dumas, O'Neal and 
Hayes. The Exchange Security 
Bank of Birmingham is serving 
as a depository for the funds. 
The bank will also maintain the 
construction account. 

Bids for the construction of 
the new buildings will be open- 
ed at the college on May 8. 

Actual construction is ex- 
pected to begin during the 
latter part of May.

Brother Baxley belonged among a great number of 
pioneer preachers of the Restoration Movement. He made 
his own living and preached whenever and wherever he was 
needed.

Summer Programs Approved 
For County Elementary Schools 


Shelby County elementary 
schools will have a summer pro- 
gram this summer. 

Verner Davis, Assistant Su- 
perintendent, made the an- 
nouncement last week in Col- 
umbiana after his proposed pro- 
gram was approved by State 
and Federal agencies, 

The summer program will 
be offered to pre-school and 
elymentary children in all the 
schools of the county except 
Camp Branch, Helena, May- 
berry, Shelby, Sterrett and 
Vandiver. (These schools do 
not qualify since fewer than 
22% of their students are “econ- 
omically deprived.”’) 

Four areas of development 
will be offered: Cultural en- 
richment, reading, health-physi- 
cal education, and library ser- 
vices. 

The cultural enrichment part 
of the program will vary, Davis 
said, according to the school 
and the teacher, but art. mu- 
sic and general culture will be 
stressed, 

The reading section will be 
largely “remedial” or “‘develop- 
mental”. Through the program 
Davis is buying new material 
for the teachers to experiment 
with. He feels strongly that in 
the past many students have 
been “bored to death” with 
textbooks and have come to 
dread reading. During the past 
year, three schools have been 
experimenting with “sight and 
sound” equipment to aid in 
teaching reading which has 
proved helpful. This system 
uses a film strip with a voice re- 
cording and the students use 
workbooks as supplements. 

Davis feels that new ap- 
proaches may provide the child- 
ren with the interest needed to 
become successful readers. 

One of the best features of 
the summer program will be 
the small size of the classes, 
Davis says that “‘the envir- 
oment definitely will be there 
for individual instruction. There 
will be an average of 20 stu- 
dents per class in the elemen- 
tary classes and 15 in the pre- 
school classes.” 

Approximately 220 children 
have signed up for pre-school 
and 1110 for the elementary 
classes. There will be a re- 
registration, Davis indicated, 
so definite numbers can be es- 
tablished for each school. 

Thirteen teachers will be 
hired for the pre-school pro- 
gram and approximately 62 for 
the elementary classes through- 
out the county. 

Davis is determined to see 
every dollar allocated under 
this program used for its in- 
tended purpose: that of giving 
children extra educational en- 
richment. His temperature sta- 
rts to rise when he talks about 
schools elsewhere that have 
considered federal funds “throw 
away” money. He will be buy- 
ing some new material and ex- 
perimental devices, but he in- 
tends to see that they are used 
to the fullest to bring about 
greater educational growth for 
the children. 

Davis is enthusiastic about 
the long term value of the sum- 
mer program. He believes the 
pre-school sections (for children 
who will start first grade in 
September), will help prepare 
children for the first grade. He 
said that in the past teachers 
have felt that many children

The official personnel operating the administrative 
duties of the Office of Economic Opportunity in Shelby, 
Bibb and Chilton counties, the Project Directors, members 
of the Shelby County Board of Revenue and Control and 
prominent business and professional men from this area, 
were present at an open meeting held Monday, April 22, at 
1:15 in the courthouse. Burton Mullins, Director of the 
11th Area, OEO, presided. 

Mrs. Gussie Bell of the Neighborhood Referral Service, 
gave a brief resume of her work in investigating and assist- 
ing dependent children and elderly citizens in need. She 
cited specific cases where the need had been urgent. There 
were instances given where transportation facilities badly 
needed had been furnished helpless citizens who otherwise 
could not have obtained the medical care needed. She men- 
tioned the purchase under doctor’s recommendation of 6 
wheel chairs, 6 walkers, 6 hospital beds and 6 commodes 
for each county. 

In her statistical report for Shelby county. Mrs. Bell 
stated that 973 families were listed with less than $1000 
per year income. This Neighborhood Referral Service, she 
stated, is based solely on need. There are 507 families in 

, Shelby County which have benefited from this project 


* through the month of February. 


Rebecca B. Finley is in charge of the Home Manage- 
ment Program which furnishes aid to senior citizens and to 


Le 


dependent children in need of these services. She stated that 
518 families were receiving such assistance through this 
agency. There are 30 “‘aides’’ whose duties are to visit 
the homes of the needy and perform such duties as are 
required. This department also has been instrumental in 
assisting fathers out of work to obtain gainful employment. 
She stated 1,147 families in the three counties had bene- 
fitted from this service during the past fiscal year. One 
recipient was cited as being 115 years old. 

Bobby Rutherford directs the Farm to Market Project 
which is designed to help the low income farmer. He advises 
their full cooperation with the authorized agricultural offices 
in the county. In his work with the farmers. he suggests 
which crops to grow that would furnish a better monetary 
reward for their efforts, and where the best place is located 


to market their produce. 


He cited several agricultural and livestock projects that 
are currently proving profitable. One Field Representative 
is allowed each county. These men make personal contact 
with the farmers and explain the Farm to Market program. 
Rutherford advises farmers to raise more vegetables and less 


cotton. 


William O’Neal next explained his work as director of 
the Neighborhood Youth Corps. This program concerns 
youths who have dropped out of school and are out of 
work. They are encouraged to prepare themselves through 
this program for completion of their school work while 


same time earn a livelihood. 


It is reported that two years is the maximum time a 
boy or a girl may take advantage of this training. 

An open discussion followed the report given by the 
personnel. Some opposition was voiced to the program.

A question has been raised 
about the distribution of Mini- 
mum Program funds for elem- 
entary and secondary schools 
for the current year. The im- 
plication has been made that a 
different method of distribu- 
tion is being used this year. 
The fact is that this is simply 
not true, 

As is commonly understood, 
the State fiscal year runs from 
October | through September 
30, This creates a hardship on 
schools as a new school year 
begins before the old fiscal 
year ends. A school system 
does not receive its final pay- 
ment for the old year until the 
new school year has been going 
for about a month. It has 
been the policy of the State 
to borrow money to make a 
payment in early October, if 
there was not a surplus in the 
Alabama Special Educational 
Trust Fund to help schools 
with the September payroll. 
This money cannot be sent out 
until after the new fiscal year 
begins. 


At the end of October, after 
taxes have come in for the 
month, a regular allottment 
is made. Thus, two payments 
are made in the month of 
October, the first month of the 
new fiscal year. 


The State has not been re- 
quired to borrow money for 
the past five years as there 
has been a surplus in the Alaba- 
ma Special Educational Trust 
Fund. There probably will not 
be enough surplus at the be- 
ginning of the next fiscal year t 
make this first payment with- 
out borrowing some money. 

For the year 1966-67, 
$15,000,000 was sent out in 
early October. This same am- 
out was sent out in early 
October of the 1967-68 school 
year. In each month of the 
1966-67 school year through 
June, $13,000,000 was sent 
out. The same amount is being 
sent out during the current 
year. A formula is used to 
determine the amount which

each system gets. Every system 
is treated exactly alike. It is 
possible for a system to have 
the same average daily attend- 
ance during each of two years 
and receive different amounts 
each year — the total funds 
for the state remaining the same 
For example, Macon County 
had 93.88 Rank I, or Master’s 
Degree, teachers in 1966-67.

‘Bonnie And Clyde 


BY MARCIA M. SEARS 


A teen-age couple saw the 
movie, “Bonnie and Clyde” in 
LaPorte, Indiana. 

It was spring vacation time 
at their school. 

\ The girl - just 14 - was un- 
happy at home. 

They walked past a car 
whose owner had left the keys 
in the ignition. 

Was it one of these factors 
or the combination that led 
them on the road to Alabama 
and the Shelby County jail 
last week? 

When they were taken into 
custody the bright-eyed little 
girl told a jailer, “Call me 
Bonnie.” 

In a different part of the 
jail the 17-year - old boy was 
telling a deputy, “Call me 
Clyde.” 

“Bonnie” was charged with 
buying and receiving stolen 
goods. 

“Clyde” was charged with 
petit and grandlarceny. 

The charges were based on 
evidence the Sheriff's depart- 
ment collected in investigating 
the burglary of a home near 
Shelby. 

The boy will be tried as an 
adult. 

But how is the case of an 
out-of-state juvenile girl charged 
with a felony handled in Shelby 
County? 

The responsibility fell to 
Judge of the Law and Equity 
Court Harold Walden. He spent 
a week studying the dilemma 
that faces every judge who

deals with juveniles: How can 
the best interests of the child 
be served - How can justice 
best be served -. 

The idea of a 14-year-old 
girl’s being held in the jail held 
no appeal forhim. 

At the outset he tried to 
have her admitted to the Jef- 
ferson County detention home, 
only to find that, as usual, it 
was filled. 

He knew that even if she 
were found guilty of the char- 
ges it would be six months be- 
fore she could be admitted to 
the Chalkville School for Girls. 

There would be no place in 
Shelby County for her to stay 
during that period except. in 
the jail. The county has no de- 
tention home for juveniles nor 
any licensed boarding home 
capable of providing the con- 
stant supervision needed in a 
case like hers. 

Three nights in jail did not 
seem to affect her rather brit- 
tle attitude. She told the judge 
at a hearing attended by this 
reporter and Sheriff C. P. Wal- 
ker that she was treated well in 
jail and was satisfied with the 
food. She showed no interest in 
returning to her home, but said 
her boyfriend had told her she 
should return if allowed. 

Studying the theories, but 
faced with the realities, Judge 
Walden decided, after her fa- 
ther finally arrived in Colum- 
biana, that the best interests of 
the girl and of justice would be 
served by releasing her to the 
custody of juvenile authorities 
in the State of Indiana.

Albert P. Brewer Assumes 
Post As State's New Governor 


Albert Preston Brewer was 
born in Bethel- Springs, Ten- 
nessee, on Octobér 26, 1928 to 
Mr. and Mrs. Dan A Brewer. He 
received his AB degree from 
the University of Alabama and 
graduated from the University’s 
Law School with a LL.B de- 
gree in 1952, 

Brewer married Martha Far- 
mer on January 31, 1951. They 
have two children, Rebecca 
Ann and Beverly Alison. 

Brewer was admitted to the 
Alabama Bar in 1952 and has 
practiced law in Decatur since 
that time. He served in the 
State House of Representatives 


from 1955-1966 and was the 
House Speaker from 1963 - 
1966. 


In 1966, he was elected 
Lieutenant Governor of Ala- 
bama on the Democratic ticket. 


Brewer was the Chairman, De . 


catur City Planning Commiss- 
ion, 1956-1963. He became a 
member of the Alabama Demo- 
cratic Executive Committee in 
1964, 

Brewer was named Outstand- 
ing Young Man of Decatur by 
the Decatur Junior Chamber of 
Commerce in 1963. In the same 


year he was also named as one 


of the four Outstanding Young 
Men of Alabama by the Ala- 
bama Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce. Also in 1963, he was 
chosen as the Outstanding Me- 
mber of the Alabama House of 
Representatives, 


He is a member of the Am- 
erican and Alabama Bar Assoc- 
jation, the National Associa- 
tion of Claimants Counsel of 
America, the Alabama Plantiffs 


Lawyers Association, Phi Alpha 
Delta, and Delta Sigma Phi. 
The Brewers are Baptist and 
reside at 2318 Brookside Drive, 
S. E., Decatur, Alabama. 


GOVERNOR LURLEEN B. WALLACE 


Wallace, the daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Henry Burns, was 
born at Fosters in Tuscaloosa 
County at the home of an aunt, 
Mrs. Eugenia Burroughs, on 
September 19, 1926. Her par- 
ents lived in Knoxville, Green 
County. 

The governor attended Staf- 
ford Elementary School and 
graduated from Tuscaloosa Cou- 
nty High School in 1942, at 
the age of 15. 

Too young to enter nurse’s 
training, a career she wanted to 
pursue, Governor Wallace at- 
tended business college in Tusca- 
loosa. During this time she met 
George C. Wallace, an Army 
Air Force cadet, and on May 
22, 1943 they were married. 

In 1962, George C. Wallace 
became governor of the State 
of Alabama. Mrs, Wallace ser- 
ved as the state’s first lady from 
1962 until 1966. 

She entered the race for 
Alabama’s governor in Febru- 
ary 1966. Mrs. Wallace won 


the Democratic nomination and 
went on to defeat the Repub- 
lican candidate, former Con- 
gressman James D. Martin, and 
an independent, Dr. Carl Rob- 
inson. 

As Alabama’s first woman 
governor, Lurleen Wallace won 
the respect of the medical pro- 
fession and the people of the 
state for: her compassionate 
concern for the afflicted. 


She won their love and ad- 
miration, too, for the courage 
with which she fought her own 
private battle against cancer. 

Mrs. Wallace’s abiding inter- 
est in the physical and mental 
well-being of others went with 
her into the executive man- 
sion, Under her guidance, the 
legislature enacted the most 
comprehensive mental health 
program the state had ever 
known. 

Early in her administration 
as governor, she had visited the 
state’s mental institutions and 
talked with the afflicted in- 
mates. She fought back the 
tears at the outstretched arms 


of suffering children 

Appropriations for general 
public health were increased al- 
so, by the 1967 legislature. 
For her achievements in that 
field Alabama doctors chose 
Mrs. Wallace for the highest 
honor paid to a layman, the 
William Crawford Gorgas A- 
ward for 1967, 

Mrs. Wallace died quietly in 
her sleep at the governor's 
mansion on May 7 at 12:34 a.m. 
Her husband, former governor 
George Wallace, and their four 
children were at Mrs. Wallace’s 
bedside when she died. 

The governor’s body lay in 
state at the executive mansion 
on Tuesday afternoon and the 
first floor rotunda of the state 
capitol all day Wednesday, The 
body will remain at the capitol 
this morning. 

Funeral services will be held 
this afternoon at the St. James 
Methodist Church in Montgom- 
ery. Mrs. Wallace’s pastor and 
friend, Rev. John Vickers, will 
officiate at the services which 
are scheduled to begin at two 
o'clock.

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Peak Bedding Season Of Bream 
Expected This Week At Purdy

When the bull bream goes a 
courtin’, Central Alabama fish- 
ermen swarm to Lake Purdy to 
participate in some of the best 
fishing the state has to offer. 


Taft Sheets, lessee of the 
boating facilities, reports that 
fishermen begin hauling out 
monsterous shellcrackers and 
bream from the lake beginning 
in Mid-April and usually have 
several months to quell their 
fishing appetites. 


In fact, Sheets reports that 
the bream are in their peak bed- 
ding seasons now and the man 
that finds the bed can bring in 
a fine catch of large bluegills. 


He says that May 6 - 10 will 
probably be the peak bedding 
season this year, but the action 
will be good over the beds 
around the full of the moon 
each month until the frost falls. 


When the water gets warmer 
during the summer months, 
Sheets recommends trying mea- 
ly worms and blood worms in 
the deeper water. He says the 
largest percentage of the fish- 
ermen catch fish then. 


Bass are expected to begin 
leaving the beds soon and 
should start hitting top water 
lures anytime now. 


Lake Purdy has not been 
restocked during the past 30 
to 40 years; however, the lake 
continues year after year to be 
one of the most productive 
lakes around, 


Sheets attributes the fine 
fishing to the number of fish- 
ermen on the lake each year. 
He says Lake Purdy is fished 
more than any lake in the state. 


Sheets has 115 boats at the 
lake and says during the peak 
fishing season, all the boats will

WANTED BY THE FBI 


JAMES EARL RAY, also known as Eric Starvo Galt, 
Harvey Lowmyer, John Willard, James McBride, 
James Walton, W. C. Herron and James O'Conner. 


James Earl Ray, a Missouri prison escapee, sought under the 
alias Eric Starvo Galt in connection with the gunshot slaying of 
civil rights leader Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., is one of the FBI's 
“Ten Most Wanted Fugitives.” FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
ordered the special addition of Ray to the “Top Ten” list to insure 
widespread dissemination of Ray's photograph and description to 
speed his location. 

Ray has been intensively sought since the murder of Dr. King 
on April 4, 1968, as he stood on the balcony of a Memphis, Ten- 
nessee, motel. An exhaustive FBI fingerprint search, comparing 
latent fingerprints uncovered in the Dr. King case against finger- 
prints of over 53,000 persons on whom wanted notices were posted, 
determined that Galt and Ray are identical. 

A Federal warrant, issued at Birmingham, Alabama, on April 
17, 1968, charges Ray, under the alias of Galt, with conspiring to 
interfere with a Constitutional Right of a citizen. Ray, who 
escaped on April 23, 1967, from the Missouri State Penitentiary, is 
also sought for unlawful flight to avoid confinement for robbery. 
His long criminal record also includes convictions for burglary and 
forging U.S. Postal Money Orders. 

A white American, born in Alton, Illinois, on March 10, 1928, 
Ray is 5'10’' tall, weighs 163 to 174 pounds, has blue eyes and short 
brown hair. He has a nervous habit of tugging at an ear lobe and 
his left ear protrudes noticeably. Known as a “loner” and 
“drifter,” Ray has worked as a baker, laborer and color matcher. 
He has taken dancing lessons and completed a course at a school 
of bartending.

The Refuse Project for Shel- 
by County received a tremen- 
dous boost this week when the 
sanitary landfill No. 2 was es- 
tablished at Vincent. 

The Shelby County Board of 
Revenue and Control was in- 
fluenced in providing this ex- 
panded service by two major 
factors: 

1. The encouraging benefits 
derived as a result of the oper- 


ation of Landfill No, | at Cal- 
era. Through cooperative eff- 
orts, all municipalities in the 
central and western sections of 
the county have for some time 
used this site for the sanitary 
disposal of their solid wastes. 

Landfill No, 2 will provide 
this much needed service for 
the remaining two municipal- 
ities. Its location is within rea- 
sonable distance of several unin: 
corporated communities; name- 
ly, Westover, Chelsea, Dunna- 
vant, Vandiver, Sterrett, and 
Calcis. By switching to this 
new location, the Wilsonville 
garbage truck can shorten its 
hauling distance by a 20 mile 
round trip. Following the ex- 
ample set by Calera, the towns 
of Harpersville and Vincent a- 
greed to donate the use of the 
land necessary for the county’s 
operation of this sanitary land- 
fill. 

Not only are the citizens in 
eastern Shelby County invited 
to use this facility, they are 
earnestly urged to cooperate 
in this movement for a cleaner 
environment. 

The Shelby County Health 
Department urges citizens to 
subscribe to a commercial gar- 
bage collection service, when 
they do not live in a town 
that provides the service.

NEWS AND EDITORIAL CONTENT 

The right of each individual who may be the subject of a news story or 
editorial comment is as basic as the right of the individual newspaper, and the 
freedom of all citizens to enjoy and expect fair ond importial treatment at the 
hands of newspopers is os precious as the freedom of the press to operate with- 
out censorship. 

A newspoper, in its news ond editorial coverage and policies, should strive 
alwoys to reflect the truth, 

The tests of accuracy, truth and impartiality must be applied to all elements 
of news coverage, including news stories, headlines, photographs, cutlines, and 
typographical display.

If this all sounds a bit unusual, the translation can be 
found in the just - released “Truck Drivers Dictionary and 
Glossary” published by American Trucking Associations. 

This hand glove compartment - sized lexicon defines a

a truck that hauls live poultry, and a ‘‘pajama wagon” as a 
truck cab with a sleeping berth. 

“Horse” is industry jargon for a truck tractor. A

Counterfeit Bills Surfacing Again 
In $10 And $20 Denominations 


Counterfeit bills are surfac- 
ing again in the county. The 
First National Bank of Col- 
umbiana detected a fake $20 
bill last week. Mrs, Virginia 
Jones of the First Bank of Ala- 
baster says that a counterfeit 
$10 bill came in about three 
weeks ago and Mrs, Jeanette 
Littleton reports that the Cen- 
tral State Bank of Calera has 
had two bad twenties within 
the last month. 

The Merchants & Planters 
Bank of Montevallo has not 
received any counterfeits lately 
according to J. Pat Kelly, but 
he remembers, “There was a 
real. seige of it a year ago. 
Several local merchants lost 
money because of bad bills in 
circulation.” 

Hylott Armstrong of the 
Columbiana bank discussed the 
counterfeiting problem in some 
detail. 

He says that fake bills de- 
tected in this area nearly al- 
ways come to the bank’s at- 
tention through innocent per- 
sons. Yet the person in possess- 
ion of the bill is to blame and 
must take the loss, 

Armstrong said that the best 
way to tell a counterfeit is to 
be fully acquainted with the 
appearance of a good bill. He 
says if you continually handle 
money you can often spot a 
bad bill by the expression on 
the man’s face. 

The Birmingham office of 
the U. S. Secret Service ‘told 
Armstrong that the bill inter- 
cepted by Miss Glenda Hill at 
First National last week had 
been plaguing the Secret Service 
for ayear. 

The “feel” of the money is 
also important. The paper used 
in real money is made by a sec- 
ret formula with tiny red and 
blue fibers. Counterfeit money 


is made with varying qualities 
of paper. 

Sometimes bills are left in 
pockets when clothing goes 
through the washing machine. 
Armstrong says this “washed” 
money often is mistaken for 
counterfeit, because it feels 
limp.

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School Lunch Program Provides 
Some Shelby County Children 
With Only Balanced Meal Daily

“There are children in this 
county whose only balanced 
meal of the day is the lunch 
they get at school?’ 

So said Elvin Hill, Shelby 
County Superintendent of Edu- 
cation in an interview last week. 

In the wake of recent na- 
tional reports regarding mal- 
nutrition in the United States, 
the Reporter attempted to get 
the picture in Shelby County 
by ‘talking with the County 
Superintendent and the Super- 
visor of the County’s school 
lunchroom program, Mrs. Betty 
McClure. 

The schools do not pretend 
to know the extent of the food 
problems facing Shelby County 
families, but they are aware 
that severe problems do exist 
with some families. 

An average of 410 children 


per day received free lunches 
in Shelby County Schools this 


year. This figure is derived from 
statistics provided the Reporter 
by Mrs. McClure. 

She said that 5,135 students 
have been served a Type A 
lunch daily on the average dur- 
ing this current school year. Of 
these, 7.98 per cent were served 
free. 

At school however, it is not 
always possible to determine 
whether children are not eating 
because of actual lack of money 


or merely from preference.

The cost of lunches varies 
from 25¢ at two county schools 
to 45¢ at some high schools.

Many children do not parti- 
cipate in the school lunch pro- 
gram. The average daily figure 
for the school year just con- 
cluding was 37 per cent who 


lunch, Many of these children 
go home to eat or bring a sack 
lunch from home. Sometimes 
students choose to skip lunch 
if they do not care for the 
foods being served on a given 


Mrs. McClure points out the 
school lunch program is the 
largest food operation existing 
in the county. Every school in 
the system has full lunchroom 
facilities except the Dogwood 
school, where the children can 
easily get to their homes for

served. Thus 20 cents worth of 


costs might continue to rise. 
The salaries of lunchroom work- 
ers are going up. Since Febru- 
ary 1, the schools have had to 
pay $1.15 per hour and this 
wage will go up to $1.45 next 
year and $1.60 the following 
year. 


The whole picture does not 
emerge through the county ed- 
ucation office because the indi- 
vidual school principals have 
wide authority in the actual 
administration of the lunch pro- 
gram. The principals and faculty 
determine which children are 
eligible to receive free lunches. 


Donations to individual 
schools are made by individuals 
and organizations in the county 
to help provide free lunches, 
such as the Masons in Calera 
and the Community Chest in 
Montevallo. 


In addition to the school 
lunch program, the special milk 
program is offered in the county 
schools, wherein milk is served 
the children at mid-morning. 
The schools have served an 
average of 4,911 half-pints of 
milk per day this school year, 
Mrs. McClure said. The county 
office does not keep records on 
the quantity of milk that is 
offered free to the children, 
but such records are available at 
the individual schools.

Miss Walker, “I was reared on a 
farm near Birmingham and I’m 
looking forward to doing a lot 
of gardening again.” She also 


plans to sew, catch up on her 
reading plus taking up the piano 
again and do a little painting.

Telephone 
Talk

WHEN SCIENTISTS AT 
BELL TELEPHONE LAB- 
ORATORIES photograph an 
apple, it’s hard to tell which 
is the fruit and which is the 
picture. The reason is a new 
photographic process called 
holography — three -dimen- 
sional pictures taken by laser 
light waves which show the 
sides of the apple as well as 
the front. 


The laser — a continuous 
beam of supremely pure light, 
thousands of times brighter than sunlight — was first pro- 
duced in 1960 by three Bell Labs scientists. It has already 
been used in medicine, space exploration, communications, 
and heavy industrial manufacturing.

5. He will not set a specific 
time for a vote on the bill al- 
though he has the power to do 
so. 

In so many words. Allen 
threw out the window the strat- 
egy which the Wallace forces 
had hoped to employ in a last- 
ditch effort to pass the bill, 

Allen’s firm announcement,

“Bull” Connor, then Police 
Commissioner of Birmingham 
called him, “a kingpin in the 
Birmingham lottery racket’. 

After a raid on his property 
in April, 1961 Governor John 
Patterson said, “It’s not gambl- 
ing that’s so serious, but you 
can’t operate something illegal 
for long without some local of- 
ficers knowing about it. If you 
let them go, thev’ll get greedier. 
The day comes when you can 
get shot down in the streets 
without anybody doing any- 
thing.” 

In 1959, Frank Head, Cir- 
cuit Solicitor for Shelby County 
described him as a “big time 
operator” and a “cancerous 
growth” in Shelby County. 

These statements about Sam 
Fiorella were recalled last Fri- 
day when he appeared in Shelby 
County Law and Equity Court 
to face charges based on the 
latest of many raids that have 
been made at his property just 
inside Shelby County on old 
U. S. 31, south of the Cahaba 
River, 

Fiorella’s life story is not 
unlike the plots in old movies 
and late television shows. Some 
of the milestones in his career 
are: 

Jan. 24, 1956 - Raid conduc- 
ted at the “Kid McCoy” place 
in Shelby County. Fiorella ar- 
rested. 

1959 - Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice filed tax lien against Fior- 
ella, indicating his gross revenue 
from 1951 to 1959 was about 
$14 million. 

Spring, 1959 - Eight Shelby 
County constables raid the 
place. 

Two waitresses later testify 
Fiorella was at a Birmingham 
restaurant at the time of the 
raid. 

June 9, 1959 - Fiorella plead- 
ed guilty to six different counts 
of violating federal gambling 
laws. 

Summer, 1959 - served time 
at federal prison camp at Max- 
well Field, Montgomery. 

1960 - 61 - Served 12 months 
in Jefferson County for viola- 
tion of the lottery law. 

April 5, 1961 - Public Safe- 
ty Director Floyd Mann led 
raid on McCoy place with Gov- 
ernor John Patterson.

Improper Warrant 
Kills State's Case 


An illegal search warrant led 
to the dismissal of gaming char- 
ges against Sam Fiorella and 18 
others in the Law and Equity 
Court last Friday. 

The search warrant, present- 
ed to Fiorella by state troopers 
when they led a well-planned 
raid on a house on his property 
last April 25 did not show any 
“probable cause” for its iss- 
uance. . 

This fact was quickly estab- 
lished by Fiorella’s attorneys, 
Charles Denaburg and Jerry 
Scholl when they presented a 
motion to suppress any evidence 
seen or confiscated as a result 
of the search warrant. 

Capt. Robert Godwin of the 
Alabama State Troopers later 
testified in reference to the 
search warrant, “I was told it 
was prepared in our depart- 
ment” (Public Safety). 

A U. S, Supreme Court de- 


cision in 1961 established that 
“probable cause” be shown in 
the preparation of search warr- 
ants. Night time search warrants 
require more complete documen- 
tation, 

District Attorney of the 18th 
Judicial Circuit, James Sharbutt 
then offered a motion to show 
that a felony was committed in 
front of the arresting officers 
and thus the state had the right 
to use the evidence. Defense 
attorneys objected that any- 
thing seen by the officers on the 
raid was also illegal to admit 
as evidence since they were on 
private property without a legal 
search warrant. 

Sharbutt consulted in pri- 
vate with the 12 top state 
troopers who had been sworn 
in as witnesses. He reported to 
the court that none of them 
could offer any testimony other

Cotton Growers 
Vote No 


Cotton growers in Shelby 
County failed to approve trans- 
fer of upland cotton allotments 
out of the county, H. C. Mc- 
Danal, Chairman, Agricultural 
Stabilization & Conservation 
County Committee, has an- 
nounced, 

Voting on the question took 
place in a mail referendum 
during the period May 13 
through May 17. A two-thirds 
affirmative vote was required 
to make the provision effective. 

This means that the transfer 
of 1969 upland cotton allot- 
ments in Shelby County by 
sale or lease may be made from 
one farm to another only with- 
in the county. Allotments may 
be transferred into this county 
by sale or lease from other 
counties in the state where 
growers have voted to permit 
such transfers. 

The Chairman explained that 
the transfer of allotments with- 
in a county is not affected by 
the recent vote; this is already 
authorized by law. Neither does 
the vote affect transfers of 
allotments from one farm to 
another owned by the same 
person, which can be made 
across county lines within the 
State. In no case, however, may 
transfers be made outside the 
State. 

Mr. McDanal reminded grow- 
ers that applications for all 
transfers of cotton allotments 
for the 1969 upland cotton 
crop will need to be filed with 
the ASC County Committee 
not later than a deadline to 
be announced later.

A “concerted team effort” 
is credited with a gradually im- 
proving financial situation at 
Shelby Memorial Hospital by 
Herchiel Z. Meadows, Chairman 
of the Hospital’s Board of Dir- 
ectors. 

On May 30 the hospital re- 
paid a $40,000 loan. Meadows 
Stressed, ‘This doesn’t leave us 
without debt, but it is a step in

The hospital’s financial pro- 
blems became matters of pub- 
lic conversation during Febru- 
ary and March, 1967. The situa- 
tion worsened during last sum- 
mer. Two accounting firms made 
studies of the hospital’s records. 
Various of their recommenda- 
tions were put into effect by 
late last fall. 

Board members agree that 
one of the most effective im- 
provements is the computerized 
system of bookkeeping and ac- 
counting now being used. The 
new system has reduced hospi- 
tal office expenses, is able to 
provide patients with an accur- 
ate statement quickly, and lists 
the amount covered by insur- 
ance as well as the amount owed 
by the patient. 

Meadows told the Reporter 
last Friday that other impor- 
tant factors in improving the 
hospital’s health are: 

The cooperation of the gen- 


Meadows announced that 
the purchasing department is 
currently being reorganized with 
an eye to additional savings.

‘Due to my physical condi- 
tion, and on the advice of my 
doctors, | do not feel physically 
able to continue to give of my 
time and energy with the fru- 
Strations and pressures which 
now exist and will increase as 
time goes on.” 

The Board accepted John- 
son’s resignation “with deepest 
regret”, and expressed sincere 
appreciation for his “‘devotion, 


leadership and outstanding ser- 
vice to the schools of Shelby 
County.” 

Elvin Hill, County Superin- 
tendent of Education, said of 
Johnson, “I don’t believe there 
has ever been a more valuable 
member of a school board any- 
where in the United States,” 


Johnson was first appointed 
to the Board to fill the unex- 
pired term of J. T. Phillips, 
when Phillips was elected to the 
State Senate. Johnson has sub- 
sequently been elected to three 
consecutive terms. He ran two 
races unopposed and one with 
opposition. 

Johnson savs he feels gradual 
progress has been made in the 
Shelby County schools in the 
past 16 years. He told the 
Reporter he did not think peo- 
ple would be interested in the

Editorial Comment 


A halt in the placing of inhibiting and restrictive rules 
and regulations on law enforcement officers throughout the 
land may be at hand. 

The pendulum of public opinion may be swinging back to 
a more reasonable approach to the subject of what an of- 
ficer of the law may doin his efforts to protect the citizenry. 

Earlier this week the Supreme Court ruled that police 
have the right to stop and frisk a suspect if there is reason- 
able belief he is carrying a dangerous weapon. 

The police authority was spelled out in decisions in 
three criminal cases; one from Ohio and two from New 
York. 

In announcing the decision, Chief Justice Earl Warren 
rejected arguments that stopping and frisking a suspect 
violates a person’s right against “unreasonable search and 
seizure.” 

This ruling seems to the Reporter to be a refreshing and 
long overdue decision. 

Recently, law enforcement officials have, in the Repor- 
ter’s opinion, been charged with an almost impossible task 
ane specifically to protect you and me from violence, crime 
and attacks on our persons and property, yet at the same 
time restricted to virtual impotence by a maze of rules and 
regulations. 

It is hoped that Monday’s decision by the Supreme Court 
will be the first of several that will restore reasonableness to 
the rules by which police may go about their vital job of 
protecting you and me and our SOCiety.........00000++ RWS

Winds 
Wreck 


Planes 


Rain - bearing winds that 
brought welcomed relief to par- 
ched crops and pasturelands 
damaged five airplanes Monday 
evening at the Shelby County 
Airport. 

Butch Hunt, employee of 
Dick Miree Aircraft, said the 
winds estimated at 50 knots 
swept through the airport park- 
ing area at about 6:15 p.m. 
and flipped two of the com- 
pany’s airplanes over on their 
backs. 

Hunt reported the strong 
winds broke one of the air- 
planes from its mooring ropes 
and flipped it over about 100 
feet from where it was parked. 

He said that he first noticed 
the turbulence when garbage 
cans were overturned at the 
airport. While retreiving the 
rolling cans, he noticed some 
of the airplanes were beginning 
to rock at their moorings.

Calera Launches Drive 


To Build New Stadium

Calera’s civic organizations, 
which have a record for getting 
things done, have set their 
sights on a newer and bigger 
goal than ever. 

This week Mayor George Roy 
announced a project to raise 
$20,000 for a new football sta- 
dium. If organizations and pri- 
vate citizens can raise $20,000 
the town will match the sum to 
build a $40,000 football com- 
plex with bleachers, lighting 
and sprinkler system, Roy said. 

Roy Downs became the first 
contributor to the fund with a 
check in the amount of $1,000, 

The stadium will be built in 
Calera’s new athletic field 
known as “Oliver Park.” In 
typical Calera “can-do” fashion, 
work in grading and sodding 
the new field is already under- 
way. 


Mayor Roy pointed out that 
the federal grant the town re- 
ceived recently could be used 
for land acquisition and devel- 
opment of sports facilities for 
“participating sports” such as 
baseball and tennis. Federal 
funds cannot be used for the 


football stadium, since it is 
adjudged to be a “spectator” 
sport, 


The Stadium Committee is 
made up of fifteen leading Ca- 
lera citizens, representing the 
town and six organizations. 
The Committee is composed of 
Warren Findley, Civitan Club; 
Tom Slaughter, Quarterback 
Club; Betty Franks, Business 
and Professional Women’s Club; 
William Schroeder and George 
Barnes, Park and Recreation 
Board; Mrs. R. J. Mabry and 
Mrs. Dean Holcombe, Garden 
Club; J. B. Denham, Jr. and 
Talmadge Johnson, Jaycees, 


The committee members re- 
presenting the Town are: Will- 
iam Watts, Arthur Davis, Rich- 
ard Gilliam, Roy Downs, Mar- 
ion Jones and George Roy. 

Town Clerk George Hol- 
combe drew a sketch for the 
Reporter on Monday to illust- 
rate the proposed construction 
of the stadium. Plans call for 
using steel beams set in concrete 
end sections. The seats will be 
pre-cast concrete, Holcombe 
said they hope to build seats 
for 1200 on the home side 
and about 600 on the visitor’s 
side initially. With the plan 
Calera will use, additions can 
be made easily, Holcombe said. 


A platform measuring 56 
feet will be installed on the top 
center of the home side. A 
press box and space for a few 
visitors and movie cameras will 
be provided on the platform.

Dr. Griffith Urges Establishment 
Of Historical Society In County 


Needed: A strong Shelby 
County Historical Society. Pur- 
pose: To collect historical re- 
cords, anecdotes and memor- 
abilia with the goal of writing 
and publishing a definitive his- 
tory of Shelby County. 

Dr. Lucille Griffith, chair- 
man of the Social Sciences 
Department at Alabama Col- 
lege and_ official historian of 
the College, is acutely aware of 
the lack of an authoritative his- 
tory of the county. 

She hopes to create suffi- 
cient interest to establish a his- 
torical society in the county 
this fall. She thinks that many 
families may have letters, docu- 
ments and other records that 
would give an insight into the 
life and times of the county 
residents through the years. 

As a matter of fact, she has 
seen many such records during 
her 22-year career of teaching 
history at Alabama College, but 
deplores the fact that a com- 
pilation has never been made. 

Dr. Griffith says that very 
often teachers throughout the

Dr. Griffith has arranged to 
meet with the county teachers 
this fall to discuss this phase of 
the problem. 


Any historical data before 
1914 could be valuable to a 
historian, she says, because the 
file of newspapers goes back 
only to 1880 and many issues 
are missing. 


At present the largest col- 
lection of Shelby County his- 
torical data known is housed 
at the Alabama College library. 
The collection of old news- 
papers that was formerly hous- 
ed in the courthouse attic was 
moved to the college library 
for safe-keeping a few years 
ago, 


In proposing the formation 
of a Shelby County Historical 
Society, Dr. Griffith feels that 
a “strong nucleus of 25 people” 
would be a minimum number 
to get the work underway. 
Many persons outside the 
school system are interested in 
the county’s history, she feels, 
and would welcome the oppor- 
tunity to pool their informa- 
tion and efforts. 


Herself the author of “The 
History of Alabama”, “The Vir- 
ginia House of Burgesses”, 
“Yours Till Death”, the “His- 
tory of Alabama College” and 
numerous articles and book re- 
views, Dr. Griffith has said 
she would be willing to do the 
actual writing of a history of 
the county. 


Walton Elected 
State CD Chief

Homer J. Walton, Shelby 
County Civil Defense Coordin- 
ator was elected president of 
the Alabama Civil Defense 
Association at the organiza- 
tion’s annual meeting in Mobile 
Thursday.

Walton has led Shelby Cou- 
nty in developing a model 
shelter program and a highly 
skilled volunteer CD organiza- 
tion. The recently released 
movement to shelter emergency 
materials produced by Walton’s 
staff has received wide acclaim. 

By telephone interview from 
Tallahasee, Fla., Walton told of 
plans to strengthen civil defense 
efforts over the entire state. A 
three-man board of directors 
and an adivsory committee 
composed of five past presi- 
dents will help coordinate the 
programs of the various county 
and city CD organizations, Wal- 
ton said, 


L. Hilry King, Jr., Assistant 
County Engineer, described the 
current county road building 
program as “finishing up and 
starting all over the place.” 

County crews have been 
working fast and making good 
progress during the long period 
of dry weather. 

King told the Reporter last 
Friday that the county has 
completed leveling and Slurria 
sealing the Chelsea Road. The 
road from Jackson Spring on 
Highway 25 to Westover is 
expected to be completed soon. 


On June 17 work was begun 
on the road from Elliottsville 
to old Maylene, King said. The 
chief purpose of this road is to 
accomodate truck traffic from 
Southern Rock Company. The 
county is building it to spec- 
ifications that will take the 
heavy weights the rock hauling 
trucks need. When the county 
started to enforce load limits on 
county roads, Southern Rock 
was left without access to state 
roads, where the weight limits 
are not enforced. This special 
road will solve this specialized 
problem. King expects the base 
will be completed in about 
three weeks and paving will 
follow.

This week I reinstate my “Report from Washington” af- 
ter a few months absence. 
I began a weekly newspaper report to the people of our 
district when I was first elected to the Congress 16 years 
ago. It was the first such report to constituents on the vital 
problems facing our state and nation begun by an Alabama 
Congressman, 
Today, almost every Alabama Congressman makes simi- 
lar reports from Washington to keep Alabamians abreast of 
what is happening in the nation’s capital and how it affects 
them. 
This column was temporarily discontinued in late Feb- 
ruary when it was necessary for me to return to Alabama to 
campaign for the U.S. Senate throughout our state. 
The primary and runoff elections are now over, and we 
lost the runoff by about one per cent of the votes cast. This 
fine vote indicates that we ran a creditable and honorable 
race of which we can be proud. 
In this regard, | wish to express my special appreciation 
to the people of the Fifth Congressional District for their 
support and kindness to me not only during the recent pri- 
mary election but throughout my 16 yearsas their represen- 
tative in Congress. 
I shall remain as your representative until the new Con- 
gress convenes in January, and I want to assure each of you h 
that my services and those of my office will continue to be 
available. 
The House last Tuesday, June 11, passed by an overwhel- 
ming margin and sent to the Senate a supplemental appro- 
priation bill which includes $6 billion for waging the war 
in Vietnam. 
The measure-making additional appropriations for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1968-also includes funds for 
veterans; pensions and compensation, aid to federally im- 
pacted schools, increased military and civilian government 
workers: pay and military assistance for the Republic of 
Korea.

Although the peace talks in Paris on the war in Vietnam 
are underway, the negotiations seem bogged down. We in 
the U. S. must never forget that while the North Vietnamese 
drag the peace talks on and on, we cannot ignore our over a 
half-million American men in Vietnam or downgrade the 
priorities that must be established to protect them. 

The Communists are obviously wanting to prolong the 
talks until they can secure some military gains to give them 
more bargaining power in Paris. The current attack by the 
Vietcong on the capital city of Saigon is an example of 
their increasing military offensive. 

Until there is a breakthrough in the Paris talks and some 
equitable cease-fire agreement reached, we as a nation must 
spare no effort to protect and support our fighting men in 
South Vietnam.

Chicken Feed 
Is Big Money 


Question: When is chicken 
feed not chicken feed? 

Answer: When a hen spills as 
much as five grams. Poultry ex- 
perts specializing in chicken 
feed recently released the re- 
sults of a study that concluded 
chicken feed is big money. 

If a hen spills five grams of 
feed a day, say the experts, she 
wastes four pounds a year. And 
if feed costs $75 a ton, the an- 
nual loss in a 10,000 bird flock 
could amount to $1,500. 

Chicken experts have a sug- 
gested solution on how to keep 
chicken feed from becoming big 
money. 

Fill the feed trough only 
one-third full each day. At that 
level, according to the poultry 
experts, waste is only one and 
three-tenths percent. But, the 
speciglists say, when the trough 
is two-thirds full, waste climbs 
to seven and five tenths per 
cent.

Boll Weevils 
Plague Cotton 


Cotton is off to a good start 
this year, but, so are boll 
weevils. 

Cotton farmers report that 
the crop almost everywhere in 
the state is growing off better 
than in any year since 1965. 

Boll weevils, however, are 
worse than at this period last 
year. 1967 was one of the 
worst years in history for the 
boll weevil. 

North Alabama fields seem 
to be relatively free of the pest 
to date. Long periods of colder- 
than-average weather last win- 
ter apparently killed a great 
number of the hibernating wee- 
vils. 

Entomologists say that Sou- 
theast Alabama is suffering the 
most from the infestation. Prac- 
tically every cotton field exam- 


ined last week in Southeast 
Alabama revealed that weevils 


had punctured and ruined 40 
to 96 percent of the young 
squares in heavily fruiting cot- 
ton. 

Central Alabama’s corn fields 
are now in the silking stage. 
The state’s 860,000 acres de- 
voted to corn are in need of 
moisture.

Population Explosion 
In Broiler Industry 


Kenneth Hood, General Man- 
ager of the American Agricul- 
tural Marketing Association, 
today expressed alarm over the 
potential “population explos- 
ion” in the broiler industry, 

Hood reported that the num- 
ber of broiler hatching eggs 
set in incubators for each of 
the weeks ending April 22, 
May 4, 11, 18, and 25, have 
exceeded the levels for the 
same dates a year earlier. 

As a result of this trend, 
chicks placed in broiler houses 
for the weeks ending May 11 
through May 25 are above the 
levels of last year for these 
dates. 

The first increase in market- 
ings as a result of this will 
occur during the second week 
of July, after the July 4 holi- 
day. 
Domestic placements of pul- 
let chicks for broiler hatchery 
supply flocks by leading pri- 
mary breeders during the week 
of April 7 were seven percent 
above placements a year earlier. 
This will provide the potential 
for more hatching eggs this fall, 
Hood said. 

The broiler industry, Hood 
said, had just been recovering 


from the most prolonged price 
crisis in its history, This situa- 
tion was aggravated by increas- 
ing costs, primarily in proces- 
ing plant labor. 

The upward trend in broiler 
hatching eggs set in incubation, 
will lead to expanded market- 
ings eight to nine weeks after 
chicks are placed, Hood said, 
and this could put the broiler 
industry right back in the hole 
it has been climbing out of 
during recent months.

crimination in Employment Act 
went into effect. 


“The act prohibits arbitrary 
discrimination in employment 
and helps employers and em- 
ployees find ways to meet pro- 
blems arising from the impact 
of age on employment. 


The law protects individuals 
40 to 65 years old from age 
discrimination by employers of 
25 or more in an industry aff- 
ecting interstate commerce. 


Employment agencies are 
also prohibited from discrimin- 
ating against the 40 to 65 
year olds. Labor organizations 
have the same prohibition as 
employers,
